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| FELLED BY ASSASSINS | 


STAMBULOFF, EX-PREMIER OF BUL- 
GARIA, O108e TO DEATH. 


Is Attacked on a Frequented Street of 
Sofia by a Band of His FoeseHis Wounds 
So Serious Both Hands Are Amputated 
by His Physicians and His Life Is in 
DangereHas Been the Chief Buling 
Power in the Little Nation—Not the 
First Attempt to Murder Him, 

Sofia, Bulgaria, July 15.--Stanibuloff, ex- 
Premier of Bulgaria, was returnmg home 
this evening from the Union club, accom- 
panied by a colleague, M. Petchoff, when 
they were attacked by four persons armed 
with revolvers. and knives. Stambuloff re- 
ceived several wounds in the head 


LOOKING WISTFULLY FOR THE LETTER THAT NEVER CAME, 


Town Board last night and is the outgrowth 
of an investigation made by Mr. Gibbs and 
also by the attorneys of the Civic Federa- 
tion, dating back to the time when ex-Town 
Clerk Abe Jacobs called attention in THE 
TRIBUNE to the peculiar manner in which 
the office was being run. The law says 
plainly that no moneys shall be paid out 
except upon the order of the Auditing Board, 
and yet for the two years of 1893 and 18)4 
there was no pretense of auditing any of 
the claims presented against the South 
Town. Bills of all kinds were handed in and 
paid according to the whim of the Super- 
visor. Pay-rolls for services in the Assess- 
or’s, Collector’s, and Supervisor’s offices 
were enlarged in a scandalous manner, and 
in many instances loaded with the names of 
dummies for whom somebody drew the 
money. Just how much has been ilegally 
diverted from the treasury in this way is 
not known, but it will probably average 
over $50,000 a year. It is the intention of 
Mr. Gibbs and the South Town Board to de- 
mand from the bondsmen of Mr. Leien- 
decker the return of every dollar paid out 
over and above the legitimate expenses of 
conducting the various offices, 


New Board Autherizes the Suit. 

Some weeks ago Mr. Gibbs told a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE that it would be unwise 
and unfair to begin any action against 
Leiendecker until the new Justices compos- 
ing’ the board had been appointed and had 
qualified. The members of the old board 
were in favor of a prosecution, but it was 
unknown who the members of the new board 
might be or how they would look upon a 
move of this kind. Neither Mr. Gibbs nor 
the old members desired-to begin a litigation 
which might be disowned by their success- 
ors. Now, however, the new board, being 
fully advised of the situation, has authorized 
the long-deferred suit and the matter will 
be taken into court at once. The climax 
was reached last night when Attorney Gibbs 
asked the board to authorize Supervisor 
Sherlock to spend the money necessary in 
order to maintain an action against ex- 
Supervisor Leiendecker and his bondsmen 
for the recovery of funds illegally used. Sev- 
eral of the Justices demanded to know 


definitely what evidence there was to base a 


suit upon before they would vote thé money 
asked for. Mr. Gibbs said’he had seen the 
affidavits made by a number of persons 
whose names appeared on the South Town 
pay rolls and for whom money was drawn 
from the treasury, but who swear that they 
never worked for the town, never received a 
dollar, and did not know their names were 
on the lists. With this showing the board 
authorized the beginning of the action and, 
at the request of Mr. Gibbs, who said he 
could not spare the time necessary for such 
a trial, empowered Supervisor Sherlock to 
engage another attorney. There is some 
talk of a criminal prosecution against Mr. 
Leiendecker, but on this no decisive action 
was taken. 
He Admits Irregularities Occurred. 
When Mr. Leiendecker went out of office

It had been said the pay-rolis 
of the late Assessor which had been paid by 
Leiendecker had been ‘“‘stuffed,"’ and he had 
been told by Attorney Brown the Civic Fed- 
cration held evidence to this effect. On be- 
half pf the Supervisor he therefore wanted 
to know what the board would do. 

This request and statement causéd consid- 
erable surprise. Justice Foster asked Attor- 
ney Gibbs if he did not think the old suit 
brought for the recovery of certain moneys 
by ex-Clerk Jacobson would act as a bar to 
any other suit on the bond of Mr. Leien- 
decker. Mr. Gibbs replied that he thought 
not. Justice Underwood then offered the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, hat this board request the members of 
the Executive committee of the Civic Federation 
and its attorney to communicate with this board 
and state whether they have sufficient evidence 
for this board to bring suit against the late Super- 


visor, notifying them at the same time if such is 
the case this board will bring such suit. 


“There are certain pay-rolls,’’ he said, 
“which have never been audited. The rea- 
son for this is the Civic Federation, through 
Attorney Brown, made charges they were 
‘stuffed.’ Now let us give them a chance 
to substantiate what they have said.”” Jus- 
tice Wallace was of the opinion to call upon 
the Civic Federation for the evidence wduld 
not be in conformity with the dignity of the 
board, and offered this substitute: 

Resolved, That the attorney for the board be in- 
structed to investigate the accounts of the late

Justice Glennon brought up the question 
of how much money it would cost for the 
attorney to get the evidence together, to 
which Mr. Gibbs replied that he did not 
know. P 

“Mr. Brown of the Civic Federation tells 
me,”’ he said, ‘‘ they have good grounds to 
believe there. was a great deal of fraud in 
regard to ‘the pay-rolls presented by ex- 
Supervisor Leiendecker. They have found 
Jots of men, over a hundred, I think, who 
were on the pay-rolls and who claim never 
to have drawn the money, and have made 
affidavits to this effect. Mr. Leiendecker’s 
pay-rolis were to'the amount of'about $55,- 
000, and his office expenses increased the 
total to about $60,000, while previous to his 
term a total of $380,000 had been 
thought to be a larg@ amount. As the case 
stands, this board has refused to audit 
those pay-rolls, and therefore, considering 
he has paid the money, the burden of proof 
let with Mr. Leiendecker.”’ 

Justice Wallace then asked Mr. Gibbs if he 
was satisfied a suit would be brought. 

“I. do not say the pay-rolls were wrong,” 
said Mr. Gibbs. “I only know what Brown 
says.

from the wrist. Stambuloff then tried to 
escape, but was followed and stabbed in the 
head and received a revolver shot, when he 
fell to the ground, where his assailants con- 
tinued their stabs, badly wounding his other 
hand. Petchoff, running to his assistance, 
was also stabbed, He declares he saw gen- 
darmes running away as well as the assail- 
ants. 

The shots were heard at the Union club and 
the friends of Stambuloff came and found him 
covered with blood and surrounded by several 
persons and by gendarmes, none of whom 
professed to have noticed where the assailants 
had fled. 

Stambuloff was taken to his house and laid 
upona sofa. The doctors were forced to 
amputate both of his hands and he may die, 
While surrounded by his political friends, the 
Chiefs of Police wanted to enter the house, 
but the wounded statesman’s wife forbade 
them to do so, and accused them of complicity 
in the crime. She told them to search for the 
culprits. Several arrests have been made. 

There is great indignation felt in the city, 
The attack was made upon a frequented street. 
It is generally remarked now that the last 
number of the government newspaper organ, 
Mir, violently attacked Stambuloff, accusing 
him of beinga foreign spy. The outrage is 
believed to be the personal vengeance of 
persons who suffered during his régime as 
Premier,

Stanislaus Stambuloff several times within 
recent years narrowly escaped aesassination. 
He was once shot at by a young gir! in re- 
venge for the execution of Maj. Paniza, for 
which Stambuloff, as Premier, was held re- 
sponsible. On another occasion he was stoned 
for an alleged insult to Prince Ferdinand. 
In 1884 Stambuloff first came into 
the public eye as President of the 
Sobranje. After the kidnaping of Prince 
Alexander he was the highest in authority in 
Bulgaria, ruling withan iron hand. He did 


much for his country. but made many exe-. 


mies, Last year he resigned. Rumor says 
Prince Ferdinand forced him to do so. He 
was arrested last January at the instigation of 
a Unionist organ on a charge of being the as- 
sassin in 1891 of M, Beltcheff, then Minister 
of Finance.

The body, which was interred in Philadel- 
phia, had been. exbumed and identified by 
Holmesand Pitzel’s 14-year-old daughter 
Dersa as that of B. F. Pitzel, and the 
identification was so strong the company ac- 
cepted the proof without further question. 

° Pitzel Murdered by Holmes. 


As the facts of Holmes’ tife became known 
it was made plain he had murdered his ac- 
complice so as to make sure. of 
collecting the whole $10,000 . with- 
out having to divide it with  Pitzel. 
The relations of Pitzef! and his wife and 
Holmes appeared so badly mixed it was im- 
possible to get a straight story, and the insur- 
ance company, ignoring the murder theory, 
pushed its charge of fraud and landed Holmes 
in Moyamensing Prison for a long term. 

Thorough search has been made for Pitze!, 
butno trace hasever been found since he 
went to Philadelphia with Holmes, and those 
who have studied the case closely are con- 
vineed he was murdered, 

Mrs. Pitzel is now at Galva, Ill. Soon 

after the alleged death of -her husband in 
Philadelphia Holmes disclosed to her the 
plot of the bagus body ahd told her her hus- 
band had disappeared, but was all right, and 
that he would join her before long and thata 
medical subject had been substituted in his 
+ stead. 
_ Mrs. Pitzel at first rebelled against having 
anything to do with the case, but Holmes 
pictured to her the dilemma in which her 
husband would be if she did not act, and she 
tinally consented to collect the insurance for 
$10,000 and which bad been made out in her 
name, and delegated as her representative 
in the matter a wan who had been selected 
by Hol mes. 

In the meantime the company had been 
communicated with, and wanted identifica- 
tion of the body. Mrs. Pitzel was sick and 
could not go to Philadelphia, but she sent her 
second oldest daughter, Alice, a girl of about 
13 years, and Holmes also went at the sug- 
gestion of the company. 

A few days after the money had been paid 
Holmes returned to St. Louis and gave Mrs. 
Pitzel $500 of the money, and at the same 
time suggested that she goto her home in 
Illinois for a short time for the purpose of re- 
cuperating. He added that he would relieve 
her of the care of a few of the children, and, 
leaving the eldest and youngest child in the 
care of Mrs. Pitzel, he took charge of the 
other three. 

Children Never Return Again. 


Little Alice did not return from. Philadel. 
phia, and since she -left_ St. Louis the mother 
. bas not set eyes on her. Nor has she seen 
either of the other two children since she 
placed fhem in the care 6f Holmes. Holmes 
explained that he had sent Alice to some 
friends at Covington, Ky-, and told the mother 
he proposed to have the other two little ones 
join her there. Mra. Pitzel accordingly went 
to her old home, but she had been there only 
a few days when she received word from hii to 
go to Chicago. There she received another mes- 
sage which toid her*to goto Detroit. where 
she was met by Holmes. He informed her 
she should see her husband, but iater on he 
told her that she could not meet him there, 
but'that he, would connect with him at Toronto. 

This will-o’-the-wisp promise has led the

it is not probable that Holmes would have 
been so suddenly halted in his career of 
crime if he had not broken faith with Mar- 
ion Hedgepath, a train robber who was 
locked up in the city jail in St. Louis. In 
the summer of 1Si4 Holmes,-who was mas- 
querading in St. Louis as H. M. Howard, 
got into trouble there by selling a stock of 


mortgaged goods, and was locked up with 


liedgepath. He told the latter he was 
anxious to get. out, as he had a big insurance 
swindle on hand, and if he could not get his 
liberty at once he would have to engage a 
trusty man to look after it for him. Then 
he told Hedgepath the details of the Pitzel 
business, and asked him to recommend a 
good, safe lawyer to handle the matter, 
promising to give Hedgepath $500 for the 
information, Hedgepath named Jeptha D. 
Howe, a St. Louis attorney, and asserted in 
telline his story that Howe came to him 
and said he never heard of a finer bit of 
work. Pitzel’s wife, so Howe said, was 
privy to. the scheme. One day notices of 
the death of Pitzel appeared in the news- 
papers, and Howe went to see Hedgepath 
again, telling him the job was done, and ex- 
plaining that the reason Howard would 
not let ‘Mrs. Pitzel go to Philadelphia to 
identify the body was because he had de- 
ceived Pitzel, and’the latter had died in 
carrying out Howard's instructions by tak- 
ing a drug which he supposed would only 
simulate death. 

Then the $10,000 was paid over, Mrs. Pit- 
zel receiving $7,500, while $2,500fwas tied up 
by Lawyer Howe, who claimed it for his 
services. Mrs. Pitzel was willing to give 
him only $1,000. In the shuffle the promise 
of $500 to Hedgepeth and the paving of a way 
for his escape from jail were overlooked, 
and, beeoming angry, he gave the informa- 
tien which.Jed to Holmes’ arrest. Lawyer 
Howe was also taken into custody, but, while 
Hedgepeth’s story was partly corroborated 
by J. C. Armstrong, a jail guard, who told of 
numerous. interviews € between Hedgepeth 
and Howe and of the latter trying to arrange 
for the train robber’s escape, nothing was 
done to him. 

Holmes had in the meantime been released 
from the jail and had gone to Philadelphia, 
where hesuperintended the killing of Pit- 
zel. 

Mrs. .Pitzel was arrested and taken to 
Philadelphia, where she denied having 
euilty knowledge of the deal. She said 
Holmes had répeatedly misled her as to the 
whereabouts of Pitzel and. the children 
and kept her traveling all over the country 
on bogus information, sending her to vari- 
ous cities on the false statement they would 
meet her there. Of the insurance money 
she received only $500, this being paid to her 
after Holmes had admitted there was a 
swindle in the case. Of the rest Holmes 
said he gave Pitzel $2,000, Mrs. Pitzel’s 
lawyer $2,500, and kept $2,500 himself, this 
making $7,500 of the $10,000 paid over by the 
insurance company, the rest being tied up 
by Lawyer Howe's claim. 

Holmes had conducted many big swindles 
in Chicago, his first, s@ far as known, be- 
ing im connectfon- withthe .Warren Glass 
Bending company in 1891, ‘This concern was 
to erect & glass plant in Englewood, but 
Holmes used ft ‘to float *torged ‘notes to the 
emount*of $15,000, He next appeared as 
manager of a World's. Fair hotel, and on 
backing given by mythical firms and people 
bought large bills of goods on credit, secur- 
ing many thousands of dollars worth of fine 
furniture, glassware, and carpets from 
Chicago firms. When suspicion was aroused 
and an attempt made to recover the goods 
most of them had been taken away and 
sold, but a considerable quantity was found 
hidden in“secret rooms, the doors to which 
had been papered ‘over so as to conceal 
them. Early in November, 1893, Holmes, 
under the name of the Campbell-Yates Man- 
ufacturing company, insured the premises 
at°No. 701 Sixty-third street for $60,000, 
and shortly after this the place was burned. 
1i6imes made an effort by «appearing as 
Hiram 8S, Campbell to obtain the insurance 
miotiey, but failed. | 

Actofding to hiss own confession made in 
Fhiladelphia at the time of his arrest 
Holmes'-cntire life has.been given over to 
swindling operations. He began to defraud 
insurance companies as soon as he left col- 
lege and found the ¢alling so profitable he 
never let up on it until landed in prison. 
Twiee he insured his own life.and got the 
money, Once he took out a policy for $12,000 
in the East and collected it there by having 
a bedy sent on from Chicago which he fixed 
up to resemble him. Another time he took 
out a policy on his own life for $20,000. At 
that time he wore a beard. He got another 
corpse from Chicago, cut off the head, and 
dressed the body in his own clothes. Then 
he shaved off his beard and boldly began to 
make inquiries for himself. His scheme was 
working well when his mother-in-law dis- 
covered him and by threats of exposure 
drove. him West.

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ELBOTIONS IN ENGLAND CONTINUE 
AGAINST THE LIBERALS. 


Conservative Gains Keep Up Nearly in the 
Proportion Indicated by the Results of 
Saturday’s Contesta=Many Unionists 
Neturned Without OppositionExplorer 
Stanley and Labor Leader Burns Win 
Their ContestsKeir Hardie Defeated 
Harcourt Will Try Agair. 

London, July 15.—{ Copyrighted, 1895, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. |—The election returns tonight, though 
the proportion of Unionist gains is smaller 
than Saturday, stiil afford evidence of the 
strong Unionist reaction throughout English 
towns. The Labor candidates have again 
proved effective in securing victories for 
Unionists, and it was highly significant of the 
hostility evoked among the Liberals by the 
action of the Labor party that at the National 
Liberal club tonight, the great center of 
London Liberalism, the defeat of James 
Keir Hardie. the leader of the Labor party, 
by a Unionist, was received with even stronger 
demonstrations of joy than if it were a 
Liberal triumph. 

All the Londen elections show a sweeping 
Tory wave in the metropolis, but the Liberals 
stiil have hopes of. redeeming some of their 
losses by victories in the South and East of 
England. Lord Rosebery’s appeal for the 
conversion of England to home rule is receiv- 
ing a crushing reply, and the general estimate 
now is that the Unionists will have a majority 
of between 80 and 100.

UNIONIST GAINS NUMBER NINETEEN. 


Tremendous Crowds Cheer the Results in 
the Streets of London. 

London, July 15.—The total results of the 
Parliamentary elections for which .returns 
have been made tonight, are as follows:

As compared with the Parliament which 
has just been dissolved twenty-four seats thus 
returned shows gains for the Unionists and 
five are gains for tne Liberals. There is in- 
tense excitementin London streets. As a re- 
sult of the elections the theaters and restau- 
rante are almost deserted. 

Early in the evenng a tremendous crowd 
gathered in front of the National Liberal 
club, where the results were thrown upon a 
great screen by a lime light and stereopticon. 
The club-house itself was crowaed early. All 
the prominent members were present, «save 
the members of the House of Commons, who 
were absent canvassing for the eiections. A 
large notice was displayed in the club lobby 
saying members who were willing to canvass 
for the elections or to lend vehicles for the 
cause would please communicat2: with the 
Secretary. 

Results were announced in the smoking- 
room, where a special wire had been placed. 
The news as it was received was posted on a 
large biackboard. Many country members 
cametotown to learn how the tide of the 
election was running. The members of the 
club were mostly dispirited. One of them said: 
“The Conservatives now have a chance to 
show they have not learned any important 
lessors from our mistakes, 1 believe their 
success is temporary.” 

Hisses for Explorer Stanley. 

Outside the clubhouse the crowd greeted 
the news of the election of John Burns, the 
labor leader who recently made a tour of 
America, with tremendous cheers. The bul- 
letin announcing Henry M. Staniey’s election 
was received with hisses and cries of * Pro- 
fessional politician.’’ The pictures of Mr. 
Gladstone and Sir William Harcourt, which 
were thrown upon the scene from time to 
time, were wildly cheered. The windows ad- 
joining the Hotel Metropole were filled with 
fashionably-dressed men and women enjoying 
the scene. 

Before attending the state ball the Prince 
of Wales drove to the Carlton club and 
scanned the bulletins. These weré posted in 
the lobby, where a dense throng of members 
was gathered in a jubilant and exultant mood. 
The results were received there with enthu- 
siasm, The members shouted: ‘* Never mind 
the Liberal returns. England is now a Cen- 
servative nation.”’ : 

At the Constitutional club so great were the 
crowd that gathered outside the doors were 
closed, but the results posted in the lobby 
were plainfy seen by outsiders. 

One member remarked: “I am giad to 
see Burns and all such vermin only creep in 
by small majorities.” 

Immense throngs have surged through 
Fleet street this evening, The results of the 
elections have been placarded as fast as re- 
ceived at the newspaper offices. All vehict- 
lar traffic and even the running of bicycles 
was suspended. Some Conservative gains 
were hissed ana boo-hooed, but the majority 
of the crowds everywhere seemed to be Con- 
servative in their sympathies. 

Retires in Favor of Harcourt. 

It is announced this evening that John Mc- 
Leud, who is the candidate for reéiection as a 
Liberal from Sutherlandshire, -has offered to 
retire in favor of Sir William Harcourt. Sir 
William Harcourt telegraphed today toa po- 
litical friend in London: ‘I have no inten- 
tion whatever of retiring from public life, and 
shall persevere asiong as I am ablein the 
Liberal cause and for the maintenance of the 
principles to which I am attached.” 

Much excitement followed the announce- 
ment of the resuits of the various London 
elections. This was especially so at North 
Lambeth. Outside the counting station there 
was &@n enormous noisy crowd. The announce- 
ment that Henry M, Stanley was elected was 
received with enthusiastic cheering, mingled 
with considerable hooting and hissing. When 
C. P. Trevelyan, his opponent, left the build. 
ing he was received with great cheering. Mr. 
Stanley, with his wife, followed, receiving a 


mild reception, and drove away quickly in a’ 


cab to the Conservative club, where he ad. 
dressed a crowd of his supporters froma 
window and thanked them for the honor of 
his election. 

The Curzon-Leyland Battle. 

The Hon, George N. Curzon, Conservative, 
the new Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
and Sir. H. 8S. Naylor-Leyiand, Baronet, 
Liberal, were nominated for the Southport 
division of Lancashire today. In this con- 
stituency both sides are contesting every 
inch of ground, the American wives of the 
nominees joining in the fray. Mrs. Curzon 
generally gets more cheers than does her hus- 
band, while Lady Naylor-Leyland’s beauty 
bas excited enthusiasm wherever she hus 
made her littie speech. Sir Naylor-Leyland 
has recently developed an interest in {ocal 
sports, He has become President of a 
cycling clab und drives about in a gorgeous 
carriage lined with red and adorned with red 
trappings, drawn*by four horses and accom- 
panied by two postilions dressed in red.

When confronted with the evi- 
dence she denied having purchased it, but 
finally confessed she had placed a ‘teaspoonful 
in the coffee pot Friday evening. When ques- 
tioned as to why she committed the crime she 
produced a letter signed by her lover—Hays 

Robins—in which he tells her if she would 

make away with her foster parents she would 

come into possession ofall of their property 


and they could then get married and have ‘‘a 
good old time.”’ 

Dollie says she took the letter to Josie Der- 
ringer,aged 16,and her sister Mary and let them 
read it, and they advised her to purchase the 
poison. She says, acting upon the advice of 
the girls, she slipped into the kitchen Friday 
night while the old folks were not about and 
put the poison into the coffee pot. Mr. Sarver 
died this afternoon. When Mrs. Sarver heard 
of her husband’s death she took a relapse and 
is not expected to live, 

Since the death of Mr. Sarver,the girl says 
she did not intend to kiil them, but only 
wanted to give them enough so they would 


think they would die and make her a deed to | 


their property.. She also suys she does not 
believe Robins wrote the letter, but that it 
was written by the older Derringer girl. The 
girl was notarrested until today and it is re- 
ported warrants have been issued for the ar- 
rest of Hays Robins and the Verringer girls. 


FINDS A BLOODY GOWN IN THE VAULT. 


Detective Abbey’s Sensational Evidence in 
the Stillwell Case,

Noble and Greenacre 
of the Thirty-first Ward over the repeal of an 
ordinance passed April 6, providing for the 
paving of Thirty-fitth street between State 
street and the Rock Island tracks. When the 
ordinance to repeal was read Chairman 
O'Neill, as well as several members, 
said: * Let it go in the omnibus,”’ Ald, No- 
ble objected and tried to make a speech show- 
ing there was some sort of juggling business 
going on down in his ward. This aroused 
Ald. Greenacre, and he was on his feet right 
away. with an explanation showing that all 
the property-owners along the street wanted 
the old ordinance repealed. He asked for a 
roll-call and got it ordered. While the clerk 
was reading off the names Noble and Green- 
acre got into a lively dispute and caused so 
much excitement that the Chairman, rapping 
for order, exciaimed : 

‘If the members from the Thirty-first do 
not stop their wrangling we will give them 
ten minutes to harmonize.”’ 

By a vote of 46 to 18 the repealing ordi- 
nance was passed, 

Then, too, there was a spirited tilt between 
Ald. Madden and Ald. Lawler overan attempt 
on the part of the latter to put through a reso- 
lution appropriating $36,529 interest money 
for the repairing of streets.

As Chairman of 
the Finance committee Ald. Madden took this 
scheme of the Nineteenth Warder as an insult 
to the intelligence of every member of the 
Finance committee, and a proposition to in- 
duige in extravagance neither called for nor 
warranted.

Underground Loop Laid Over, 


The Committee on Streets and Alleys South 
sent up a batch of matters to be laid over, 
among them the Polaski ordinance for an 
underground loop in the down-town district, 
The Chairman of the committee said it had 
recommended its consideration by the whole 
Council, 

An ordinance widening the newly annexed 
district in the Thirtieth Ward to the fire lim- 
its from 75 to 100 feet was passed, and Ald, 
Noble got through a measure vacating part of 
an alley through a new school site in the 
Thirty-firet Ward, 

Ald. Greenacre introduced an ordinance 
providing for the improvement of Halsted 
street from Seventy-ninth street to One Hun- 
dred and Third street by the construction of 
a double track steel street railroad, the cost 
to be defrayed by special assessment. The 
ordinance was referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary.

Dr. Crandall in the “Open Parliament.” 


The morning closed with an ** Open Parlia- 
mert ’’ on ** The World for Christ—what is 
your society doing about it?”’ Conducted by 
the Rev. Dr. L. A. Crandall, who opened the 
discussion with the following remarks: 


Christ gave himself to the world that the 
world might give itself to Christ. An inspiring 
vision is that of the kingdom of God on earth as 
pictured by the Son of Man. Selfishness and im- 
purity and unkindness forever banished, God’s 
will is done here as in heaven. That is the 
golden age of which prophets have spoken and 
poets have sung: the age toward which a!l lov- 
ers of God and their feliows turn with hope and 
longing and whose coming they seek to hasten. 
It is weil for us to lift our eyes now and then from 
the details with which we are busied, to look 
upon the great world-field. That man sees not 
as Christ sees who never beholds corporate 
humanity. For the true conception is not of 
distinct and isolated atoms, but of a vast organ- 
ism. We may have todo. seemingly, . with only 
one or two members of the great body, but by 
virtue of the vital relauon existing be- 
tween the members, when we 
we touch all. It is legitimate then to 
seek for the application to corporate 
humanity of the principies which &re for the 
betterment of the race. It is legitimate to seek 
out the great underiying truths of religion which 
are common to the race. It is this conception of 
corporate humahity which has resuited in the 

reat benefits whjch bless the life of the present. 

he discoverer of remedial agents, the inventor 
of improved machinery, has before him the ro- 
sults secured to men, not to any single member 
of tne human family. The sociologist, seeing 
the practical solidarity of the race, seeks to em- 
phasize those principles of conduct and inter- 
relations which have application to aggregate 
humanity. 
_ But the practical question which confronts us 
is how may we help to win this world for Christ? 
What are we doing, what can we do to make the 
kingdoms of this world the kingdoms of 
our Lord? If we would have a_-part 
in subduing the ,worid for Christ 
we must first be sure that Christ has sub- 
dued us. The basal work to be done 1s in our 
own hearts. Itis not enough that the story of 
his suffer move us to tears, that the emotions 
be stirred. any a man who weeps freely under 
the influence of an eloquent appeal goes out to 
be tricky in business, ili-tempered in his family, 
unforgiving toward his enemies. A man may 
weep and weep and not bs a Christian. Neither 
is it enough that we strive to imitate in outward 
forms the life of Jesus. Something more is nec- 
essary than obedience to law that ends in cere- 
mony. Paul said: “Forto me life is Christ.” 
He reproduced Christ in himself. When this is 
true of us then can ye go forth with the fucl as- 
surance that the power of Uhrist’s life will mani- 
fest itself turough us, and that according to the 
measure of our contact with our fellows will the 
world be won to him. 

Christian Endeavor is organized effort to se- 

cure the fulfillment of our Lord’s prayer, “Thy 
kingdom come.” We meetto talk together, to 
pray together, that we may be strengthened and 
girded—for what? That we may go to our homes 
to do more efficient service in bring.ng this worid 
into right reiations with its Lord. There is some 
danger lest the greatnexs of the work ~intrustei 
tous paralyze effort. There is more danger that 
in our longing to conquer the world we fail to 
win the lesser victory which our power makes it 
possibie for us to achieve. While Jesus saw the 
world as the object of his sacrifice he did net fail 
to care for the individual. Not ope can stray 
frem the flock without his notice and his pursuit. 
This is our example. As we win one 
for Christ, by so much is the world brought to 
him. And is there any other way of affecting so- 
ciety as an organism save as we affect the units 
of society? This is none the less true, because it 
is also true that there are potent principies which 
lay hold of great masses of men and move them 
toward God. They are moved because each indi- 
vidual heart feeis and responds to the infinence 
ofthe divine. Wehaveto do with worid-wide 
work: we reach and leaven the whole mass of 
humanity. as we are faithful in the littie duties 
of :ife and heipfal to she one who stands neat to 
us. The world wiil never be won by elaborate 
machinery. This svleadid gathering will have 
been in sain if we do not go to our homes to cul- 
tivate more carefully the corners of the vineyard 
where God has placed us; to be more patient and 
more persistent in doing that small measure of 
work which our Lord has assigned to us,

SPEECH BY DR. COBB OF SPRINGFIELD. 


He Addresses the Delegates in Tent En- 
deavor for the Last Time. 

At the morning meeting in Tent Endeavor 
the Rev. J. Z. Tyier, D. D., of Cieveiand pre- 
sided. Hundreds were ébiiged to stand. The 
first address was made by the Rev. A. P. 
Cobb, D. D., of Springfield, Ill. His subject 
was * Christian Endeavor in Unlikely Places,”’ 
as foliows: 


The first society of Christian endeavor was or- 
ganized for work in unlikely places. It was born 
amidst the whirlwind of human passions. Over 
its cradle flashed and flamed the fiery tongue of 

rsecution. Its fuunder and all its charter mem- 

rs wour the thorny crown of martyrdom. No 
more unlikely piace could have been found than 
the one selected for its establishment. In it had 
been slain so many holy men that a proverb had 
currest that no prophet couid 
out of Jerusalem. Yet there is 
that. on the first Pentecost after the 
lorification of our risen Lord, the 
rst society of Christian Endeavor was organ- 
ized. It was divinely conceived. It was born of 
the holy spirit. It marked the initial point of a 
new era. it was the herald of the miilennium. 
God bore w:tness to its divine origin in signs and 
wonders and miracies and gifts of the holy spirit. 
The time was, in one sense at least. auspicious 
for such a work. The Temple of the Two-Faced 
Janus was closed forthe third time only, in ail 
Roman history, once during the Republic and 
twice under Augustus. The world was at peaco; 
but, alas, it was the peace of exhaustion. The 
lion and the lamb lay down together; but only 
the lion was visible. Carthage, once mistress of 
commerce, was obliterated; Greece and Pontus 
crushed. . d 

Hispania, Gallia, Egypt, and the Orient had 
been subdued. Britain and Germania had felt 
the iron beel of the autocrat of the Tiber. Over 
crag and fen, moor and mountain, soared and 
screamed the fierce eagies of Rome. Brute force 
reigned every where unchecked and defiant. Might 
wade right. To the victor belonged the spol's. 
Each took what he cou)d, and heid it by the title 
of his sword and strong right arm. The motto of 
the age was: * Let him who can be king!” It 
was the era of “practical politics.” It was_in- 
deed time that a new order of things should be 
estabiished ; time that the reign of righteousness 
so long before announced by prophets should be- 

in in this sin-cursed earth. The fuilness of times 
had come. The new ora was to be based on a new

He is aa heir of Holland’s 
heroic struggie for political and spiritual free- 
dom. Ip his veins flows the blood of Gustavus 
Adolphus and Oxenstiern, of Knox, and Wick- 
liffe, and Luther, aii, ali, Christian Endeavorers 
in unlikely places! Letus thank God unceas- 
ingly that we are the spiritual children, and if 
children, then heirs, of such a race with such a 
record. Nor has this costiy treasure been poured 
outin vain. Science teaches that nothing can 
be oestroyed in the material worid. 


John R. Mott, Chairman of the Executive 
comtnittee “of the Student Volunteer Move- 
ment for Foreign Missions, gave a stirring 
uddress,"* The Missionary Uprismg Among 
the Yourg.’’ The presentation of the banner 
was made by the Rev. Eiward M. Noyes of 
Newton Center, Mass. It was received by 
Dr. J. Z. Tyler. The roll of honor was un- 
rolled by the Rev. Ira Laudrith of Nashville, 
Tenn. The presentation was foiiowed by an 
address on * National Needs and Perils” by 
the Rev. William -G. Puddefoot of South 
Farmington, Mass., as follows: 


_ One of the hardest things for any of us to do 
is the duty that lies nearest to us. So that we find 
people going over to England to stir up the Chris- 
tian peopie there over our lynchings in the South 
and there are many there whose voice was 6.0- 
quent over the condition of negroes in America, 
that you cannot stir to help inthe needful work 
that lies all about them. Today our peopie, with 
other nations, are highly indignant with Turkey 
on account of her treatment of Armenia and 
rightiy so. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe has lately 
written to the Boston Herald, in which she states 
that a.most 100,000 Armenian Christians have 
been massacred in seventy-five years, and we all 
feel that the unspeakavle Turk ought to be made 
to speak and to speak plainly. 

But bow many of us are aware that within the 
last tweive years 50,000 peopie have been killed 
by violence in our own !and and that not 5 per 
cent of the guilty ones have suffered the extreme 
penalty of the law; that the record for homicide 
has risen from 1,467 in 1882 to 9.800 in 1894, 
know that these figures have been disputed by 
Mr. F. H. Wines, but they are taken from reli- 
able sources and I believe are approximately 
correct. Dr. Wayiand, in his address at the 
Americar Association of Social Sc:ence, held in 
Saratoga in 1894, quotes Dr. Andrew White, at 
the Social Science Association meeting: ** Every 
year 7,000 innoceat men are murdered and not 
more than 200 mrrderers are legally executed.’’ 
I plead for the 7,000 men innocent of crime, 
who, during the year to come, wiil be murdered. 
Instead of the 7.000 we had over 
9,000 reported for 1804, Now, this 
is an awful indictment and what 
can we do? Statistics show that 
the foreign element furnish a larger number of 
criminals per capita’than the native; but, on the 
other hand, those States which have the largest 
percentages of foreign element have the least 
percentage of homicidal crimes. Our neighbor, 
Canada, last year reports eleven murders among 
9;000,000 people, and no town or village without 
achurch. We have thousands of towns, vil- 
lages, and communities that as yet have no 
charch. 

These two facts, I think, explain the real cause 
of so much crime. And why have we no churches 
in these places? Because every society is in 
debt. And why are they allin debt? Simply be 
cause the church members of the entire country 
do not give an average of two cents per 
day per member for sustaining the church, 
for home and foreign missions, and 
all benevolent causes. In fact, two 
cents per day would pay everything, including 
the $34,000,000 given to colleges last year, and 
leave miilions for new work. Your 2,000,000 
members raised $250,000 last year. Had you 
given 2 cents per week you would have raised 
over $2.000.000, which would have started hun- 
dreds of new churches, and taken the gospel to 
thousands of our own people who have never yét 
heard a sermon. Of course, there are other causes 
ofcrime. The rapid growth of the city at the ex- 
pense of the rural district is one, and it is as true 
in newer sections as the old, and it works badly 
both ways. The decayed towns have hard work 
to keep up the school and church for iack of 
material and the children go into the cities, 
which have as yet no room for thousands of chil- 
dren growing up with nothing but the street edu- 
cation of the slums. So that today the two points 
of danger lie on the frontier and inthe great 
cities. 

Then followed missionary resolution service, 
conducted by Robert E. Speer of New York 
City, Secretary of the Presbyterian Board 
for Foreign Missions. Mr. Speer’s pur 
was toconvince tha thousands present of the 
apathy in the churches regarding foreign mis- 
sions. The meeting closed with the doxoilogy. 


LAST SESSION IN TENT WILLISTON, 


Speeches Made by Leading Delegates to a 
Large Audience, 


President W. R. Harper of the University 
of Chicago was scheduled to preside at Tent 
Williston. He was late, and the Rev. Way- 
land Hoyt, D. D., Minneapolis, presided at- 
the opening. After praise and prayer service 
ten minutes were given to colleges and an 
address by Franklin D. Eimer, Brown Uni- 
versity, "95, who made a plea for religious 
as well as athletic interest in America’s insti- 
tutions of learning. An address on “The 
Consecration of an Educated Life,” by Presi- 
dent George A. Gates, of Iowa College, Grin- 
nell, Ia., followed, He said in part: 


The Christian Church has passed through sue- 
cessive phases of activity, ecclesiastical, tneolog- 
ical, evangelistic, missionary. 
phases cannot be separated from each other, for 
all these activities have been presentin varying 
proportion and intensity through the whole 
history of the church. But certain periods have 
with special’ distinctness emphasized one or 
other of these lines of work. t is evident to 
these who in a fair measure competently read the 
signs of the times that we are just now 
entering upon an era which ought to 
mark a somewhat new andimméasurably greater 
forward movement than che church has ever 
known. Thereis no ove word which so weil de- 
fines it as the. word social. Ail civilizations seem 
entering upon a similar movement. It is indeed 
a world movement. The Church of Christ as a 
whole has not yet come to realize its importansze, 
but is beginning to perceive it. If the church 
can speedily come to realize its opportunities of 
leadership in this socialization the whole of 
Christendom, and hence the worid, under the in- 
spiration of such leadership may ino the very 
eariy future take a longer step forward than the 
world has ever seen before, with the single ex- 
ception ofthe period at the beginning of our 
Christian time, when Christ was born in Bethie- 
hem. 

The significance of the rise of Christian En- 
deavor at just such a time as this ought to mean 
an immeasurable flood of influence in just this 
direction. The consecrated and inspired lives of 
the young men and women of the universal 
church may fling themselves into the social move- 
ments of this period of history with a divine 
abandon. They may claim the world and ail in- 
stitutions of buman society for Christ in a realer 
sense and to a completer degree than the abiest 
Christian prophet bas as yet dared to proclaim. 
There ought to be more bope in the constituency 
of these young people's societies than any where 
else in the,whole church of God; more than in 
bishops. or elders, or deacons, conventions, con- 
ferences, assemblies, religions, or philanthropic 
congresses. Whether these great and enthusi- 
astic gatherings and movements and impulses of 
the young people of Christendom canbe keen 
enough of intelligence, pure enough of heart, 
unselfish ae of life, assionate 
enough of will, in short, Jhrist-like 
enough to obey the great law of the Master, the 
law by which his father, himself, and ali moral 
beings must live—namely: the law of service— 
that remains as yet to be seen. With luminous 
oriental imagery Jesus set forth this law in the 
paradox, that he that seeks to save his life wii] 
lose it, and unly he that loses bis life can by any 
possibility save it. If such a vision can be seen, 
and such a call can be heard ‘and obeyed, here is 
immediate hope such as the world has not seen 
for a thousand years for amew redemption. Not 
so much re-form as re-spirit must be; not refor- 
mation, not merely doing a littie better will any- 
wise meet the present emergency. It must be 
nothing skort of social regeneration. When this 
reorganization of the affairs of men upon the 
real Christ basis once sets in a forward move- 
ment will take piace compared with which the 
Protestant Reformauon was as chiid’s play. Its 
beginning we may almost now discover. 

Dean Alfred A. Wright, D. D., of Auburn. 
dale, Mass., spokeon ‘ The Bibie, the Great 
Text Book.” An allusion in Dr, Wright's 
prefatory remarks to the only Bostonmews- 
paper, which did not publish a Sunday paper 
elicited applause. So hearty was the denun- 
ciation of Sunday journals that Dr. Hoyt re. 

uested the audience to repeat after him: 
* We thank thee, O God,” for the benefit of 
the only Boston paper that keeps the fourth 
commandment. At the conclusion of Dr. 
Wright's speech President Harper took the 
gavel and received an ecthusiastic weicome.

you want; that is the trouble with your life, the 
want of salvation.

I meet a great many peopie iu the course 
of the year who are inquiring the way of salva- 
tion. f meet some who are apparently indiffer- 
ent to their soul's relationship to God, and yet 
even the careless and indifferent want to be saved 
when you put the question directly to them. They 
want to be saved, but instead of taking God's way 
they follow their own way. Now, there are,two 
ways of seeking salvation, buf there is only jone 
way of finding it. Man's way of finding it isthe 
long way. God's way is the short way, ,and 8 
sure way. There are two ways of crossing t 
Alps. Oneis by tne long, tortuous, circuitous 
route over the rugged an v4 steeps, and the 
other is right through @ tunnel in the 
mountain. God’s way tunnels the mountains of 
difficulty, andif you follow youcan be a saved 
sinner.

CLOSES WITH EVENING MEETINGS. 


Speech of Dr. John Potts of Toronto in 
Tent Endeavor. , 

In the evening meetings, which ended the 
day and the convention, Dr, H. M. Wharton 
was the chief speaker in Mechanics’ Hall, Dr. 
S. H. Virgin in Tent Williston, and Dr. John 
Potts of Toronto, Can., in Tent Endeavor. 
The latter said: 


The theme upon which I wish to speak to you 
oe Christian Endeavor in Helping Sinners to 
Christ.” 

This is the great need of the church today— 
earnestness in soul saving, earnestness impelied 
by the peril of the unsaved. We may learn how 
to work for Jesus and for Sinners if we carefully 
study this portion of divine truth. This Chris- 
tian Eudeavor is seeun in the act—*'And, behold 
men broughtin a ved a man which was taken 
with a palsy ; and they sought means to bring him 
in, and to lay him before him.”” The act was ex- 
pressive of practical earnestness. Sinners need 
today the help of sympathy, the help of counsei, 
the help of information, and help of 
prayer. What wouid not such earnestness do 
now?. Alas, how seldom it 1s seen. There are 
many hindrances to Curistian work reared by 
sin and Satan. Many obstacles stand in the way 
between sinners and the Savior—old habits, sin- 
ful companions, former temptations, the fear of 
the worid. How terribly all these stand in the 
way. They can all be overcome and the de- 
sired end reached. Let any four Christians 
unite in the work of helping a sinner to Christ 
and it would be strange indeed if they were not 
successful. There is iittle use in attempting 
Christian work unless there be the heroism of 
real earnestness. Let the church of God have 
the deep-toned earnestness of these four men, 
who allowed nothing, neither the multitude nor 
the roof of the house, to prevent them in their 
great undertaking, and giorious will be the re- 
sults. This earnestness is what is wanted. 
Not men to act upon committees, not 
men to organize new enterprises upon 
paper, not men to give money simply—workers 
are wanted, persons to carry sinners to Christ. 
May we soon see such earnestness manifested by 
all clagses of Christians for all classes of sin- 
ners. 

From the record we pass to the recognition of 
Christian Endeavor, By whom? By Jesus, the 
Master, and Savior, and Lord. :It muy escape the 
notice of others but never of Christ. Jesus rec- 
ognized their faith—its active and practical 
character. They might have felt for the man 
sick of the paisy—felt even to weeping; they 
might have prayed for the man sick of the palsy 
—prayed sincerely, prayed earnestly, prayed as 
many do now for men sick with sin‘s dire disease, 
But their faith was an active and practical faith, 
and as such Jesus recognized it, It is only such 
faith that is Christ-honoring and soul-saving— 
faith that works—that works earnestly and that 
works despite all opposition.

HIS COMING IS NEAR. 


PREMILLENNIALISTS SURE THAT 
OHRIST WILL SOON APPEAR, 


Prophetic Conference Arranged to Meet in 
Allegheny, Pa., in October—Reasons for 
the Belief Held by Men of Many Ke- 
ligious Denominations<They Hold It 
Will Be a Literal Coming and That It 
Will Precede the Long-Looked- For Mil- 
lennium, 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 15.—[{Special.]—The 
meeting of prominent ministers and lay 
churchmen in the parlors of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association today:to arrange 
for a prophetic conference in the fall re- 
vealed that the subject has been agitated in 
widely separated cities, and ‘brought out 
some interesting expressions as to why the 
advent of Christ is to be expected soon. The 
conference will be held in Allegheny City 
from Oct. 29 to Nov. 1, inclusive. Half a 
dozen of the most advanced students of the 
Bible will make addresses. All those who 
are participating in the present movement 
are premillennialists—that is, they believe 
the Christ-coming will precede the millen- 
ium, and not occur after or during its con- 
tinuance. Those who entertain a different 
view are known as postmillennialists. The 
difference of opinion is not a subject of de- 
nominational division, but adherents of both 
doctrines are to be found in nearly all de- 
nominations. 

The gentlemen at the meeting today, or in- 
cluded on the committee appointed to have 
charge of the matter, represent the Presby- 
terian, United Presbyterian, Baptist, and 
Methodist denominations. Those at the 
meeting were the Rev. Dr. Joseph Q. Kyle of 
the Fourth United Presbyterian Church, Al- 
legheny; George M. Padden, 8S. P. Harbison, 
M. W. Callender, the Rev. J. A. Barnett of 
the Milkinsburg United Presbyterian 
Church, the Rev. 8. J. Glass of the McClure 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, 8S. M. Young, 
J. C. Glenn, W. J. Longmore, and the Rev. 
W. 8S. Miller of the Presbyterian church of 
Grafton. The committee appointed is com- 
posed of Dr. Kyle, Mr. Padden, Mr. Callen- 
der, and Mr. Miller, and the Rev. Dr. B. F. 
Woodburn of the Sandusky Street Baptist 
Church, Dr. Henry Fulton, W. J. Jennings, 
and T. J. Gillespie. 


In Charge of the Program. 

The arrangement of a program for the eon- 
ference will be in the hands of Prof. W. G. 
Morehead of Xenia College and the Rev. 
Dr. W. J. Erdman of Philadelphia. Both 
will be among the speakers, and the Rev. 
Arthur T. Pierson of Philadelphia, F. H. M. 
Varsons of Toronto, Prof. A. J. Stiffler of 
Crozier Seminary, Chester County, Pa.; the 
Rev. Dr. James H. Brooks of St. Louis, and 


Abvrof. BE. F. Streator of New York. 


Mr. Miller in speaking of the opinions 
held by the men who will be here to dis- 
cuss the prophecies relating to the coming 
of the Savior said they did not pretend to 
fx the time of the event. They, however, 
hold the opinion it will be a literal coming 
and that it will precede the beginning of the 
millennium. The Savior will appear out of 
the clouds just as he disappeared into them. 
This opinion is based largely upon the elev- 
enth verse of the first chapter of Acts, which 
reads as follows: 

‘Which also said: Ye men of Gallilee, 
why stand you gazing up into.the heavens” 
This same Jesus which is taken up from you 
into heaven shall come in like manner as ye 
have seen him go into heaven.” 

The place of the appearance of the Savior, 
it is maintained, will be the Mount of Olives, 
in Palestine, and the proof for it is found in 
Zechariah xiv., 4, which says: 

‘* And his feet shall stand in that day upon 
the Mount of Olives, which is before Jeru- 
salem on the east, and the Mount of Olives 
shall cleave in the middle toward the east 
and toward the west and there shall be a 
great “valley, and half of the mountain shail 
remove toward the north and half of it to- 
ward the south.” 

The advocates of a pre-millennial coming 
do not pretend to say they can fix the time 
of the advent. They maintain it is impossi- 
ble for anybody to do that because it is ex- 
pressly said that no man knows which is 
the day nor the hour, but they are con- 
vinced that it will be ina year or two. 

Reasons for This Belief. 

Elder S. P. Kennedy, who was at the meet- 
ing, advanced the following reasons for this 
belief: 


“We know from the signs which are. 


pointed out in the scripture that the Lord 
will appear in the midst of great events in 
the world’s history, and that it will be a 
time of great excitement and great wicked- 
ness. We are evidently approaching such a 
time. There never was so much education 
or so many churches as there are now, and 
yet the world is worse than it ever was be- 
fore. Those who hold the theory that the 
millennium will come gradually and that 
Christ will appear during its continuance, 
deny this, but the Bible and the facts are 
against them. The churches are full of 
apostates, scoundrels, and thieves. The in- 
spiration of the Bible is openly denied by so- 
called Christians, and men who pray Sun- 
day do not scruple to cheat their neighbors 
every other day of the week. The Briggs 
business is only one example of the unbelief 
which prevails among church members. 

“ The universal unrest which prevails, the 
great military preparations; and the recent 
conquest of China and Japan assure the uni- 
versal spread of the gospel. Another sign 
is the return of the Jews to Palestine. 
There are more of them there now than there 
were after the return from the Babylonian 
captivity. A short time ago thé Mohamme- 
dans would not permit any of them there, 
and now it is probable the land will soon 
again be entirely in their hands. A sign 
which is undeniably miraculous, too, is that 
Palestine is again becoming fruitful, after 
years of desolation, during which scarcely 
anything would grow. It was under a curse 
and the curse is being lifted.” 

The conference is exciting great interest 
among ministers and church workers who 
do not subscribe to the views held by those 
interested in it. The weekly meetings of 
ministers of the various denominations have 
been suspended for the summer, but as soon 
as they are resumed there is promise of the 
conference being brought up as a subject 
for discussion. It is anticipated consider- 
able opposition will be evinced on the part of 
some of the conservative old clergymen, but 
as those directly interested are themselves, 
many of them, old in years and in gospel 
work, it is believed the cry of crankism will 
have much weight. Any way a pulpit con- 
troversy is looked forward to to cast greater 
light on the subject, and that is what the 
projectors of the conference most desire.

Men on the track say that Allen 
won the contest by six inches, but with six 
men abreast and shifting positions judges 
are very apt to err. The Class A contests 
went, two of them, to Howard A. Mosher, 
the speedy New York rider? George Harri- 
gon, a local boy, won the winners’ contest, 
defeating Mosher for a special medal. The 
gitendance was about 3,000.

THEY ENTER SUIT FOR A CONVICT. 


Mary Kettenridge, Under Death Sentence, 
Demands Her Insurance Money. 

Mary H. Kettenridge was. sentence to be 
hanged yesterday at Fort Smith by United 
States Judge Parker fur the murder of her 
husband, Andrew J. Kettenridge, and about 
the same hour Attorneys Bulkley, Gray &

covery of a life insurance policy of $15,000 
on her husband’s life and made payable to 
her. Several days ago the same firm entered 


. a like suit for a like amount at Peoria against 


the Covenant Mutual Life Insurance com- 
rany'of Galesburg. If Mary H., Kettenridge 
is hanged for the murder of her husband the 
attorneys do not expect a favorable verdict 
on the insurance suit, but if the United States 
Cfacuit Court of Appeals reverses her death 
sentence and directs a new trial and she is 
acquited, as they confidently expect she will 
be, they hope to win both suits.

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WINS HONOR EASILY. 


OAKR B, NEEL IS WESTERN TENNIS 
OHAMPION FOR THE YEAR 1895. 


Sam T. Chase, the Former Holder of the 


Title, Is Easily Vanquished—Neel Takes’ 


the Lead from the Start and Increases 
His Advantage Throughout the Match 
The Attendance Js Large and Fashion- 
able, and Every Good Play Is Applauded 
to the EchomElting Officiates as Referee. 


Carr B. Neel is the Western lawn tennis 
champion for the year 1895. He won this 
title yesterday by defeating Sam T. Chase, 
the former holder of the title, in the last 
match of the tennis tournament which has 
Leen held during the preceding week on 
the grounds of the Kenwood Country club. 
While the final result was rather expect- 
ed, the ease with which it was accomplished 
was never dreamed of. Neel took the lead 
from the start and kept increasing his ad- 
vantage throughout the match, winning 
with the greatest ease in straight sets. 
Chase simply never got started.’ 

The crowd which attended the champion- 
ship contest yesterday was an event in it- 
self. No such gathering, judged from the 
point of numbers and brilliancy, ever wit- 
nessed a tennis match in the West before. 
The verandas of the club-house and the

new grand stand were filled long before the 
match began, so that the spectators were 
forced to invade the lawn, forming a solid 
wall which completely surrounded the court 
on which the match was played. At least 
1,000 people were present. The audience 
was extremely enthusiastic, even for a ten- 
nis audience, and every good shot was ap- 
plauded to the echo. The contest was held 
ch a new court specially prepared, which 
was situated directly in front of the grand 
stand. Vittor Elting officiated as referee, 
James P. Gardner scored, and E. W. Mc- 
Clellan, J. W. Carver, W. L. Myers, and 
George Wrenn acted as linesmen. 

The poor game which Chase put up yester- 
day hasa history. The first time Chase and 
Neel met this year Chase won by a narrow 
margin. The next meeting was at the invi- 
tation tournament given by the Chicago 
Tennis club, in which Chase was defeated. 
In the latter contest Neel won the first two 
sets by the most perfect of net play. Chase 
being unable to drive the balls by him, 
although he kept trying it repeatedly. In 
the third set he changed his style of game 
entirely and began to lob nearly every ball. 
He won the third set and was ahead on the 
fourth until he went back to his usual driv- 
ing game. This convinced his friends and 
himself that the game to play against Neel 
was a lobbing game. 

For the last week Chase has been practic- 
ing for yesterday’s mateh and paying partic- 
viar attention to lobbing. As a result his 
famous ground stroke has suffered. From 
the beginning of yesterday’s play he put up 
a style of game that was totally unexpected, 
lobbing even the shortest of Neel’s returns 
and. putting no reliance on the accurate 
driyes that have made him the foremost 
tennis player in the West for years. Heran 
in to the net frequently, even on his own 
serve, and sacrificed his usual speed almost 
entirely in order to obtain greater certainty. 

In short, Chase tried to play Neel’s game 
and failed. He tried to play a little of two 
games and did neither, the result being just 
what Neel wanted, a short, soft game totally 
different from Chase’s usual style, with 
plenty of short lobs and easy strokes well 
above the net. At that style of a game Neel 
is invincible. 

Carr Neel was in the best form yesterday 
which he has shown during the tourna- 
ment, and had he been required to play his 
best he would undoubtedly have given an 
exhibition of tennis far ahead of anything 
ever seénin the West. He showed his great- 
est improvement over preyious play in his 


»handling of lobs, almost all of which he 


dréve into the extreme corners of his op- 
ponent’s court by steady, strong overhead 
strokes that were very .speedy, and yet 
placed the ball to within a few inches of the 
sidé and back lines. His general net play 
was about as usual, but his ground strokes 
and general placime were not as good as dur- 
ing his match with Chase at the invitation 
tournament. The greatest feature of his 
game, however, was the remarkable steadi- 
ness he showed. He made almost no mis- 
takes throughout the ‘contest and had no 
off streaks, in short he never gave Chase a 
chance to make a start. 

The first set opened with both men very 
nervous and inclined to be wild. Before 
either steadied down Chase had won the 
first game. He scarcely returned a serve in 
the next and lost it to fifteen. In the third 
game Chase's Jobbing tactice began to be 
very much in evidence, and Neel began to 
show how he could handle a lob. The re- 
maining, games of the set were all alike, 
Chase trying his new Style of game and Neel 
beating him at it with ease. In only two 
games, the fourth and fifth, did Chase suc- 
ceed in getting the score to deuce, and in 
both of those Neel finally won out. The 
score of the first set by games follows:

The sixth went to Chase, 
making the score three-all, and the excite- 
ment became great. But the next two 
games Neel took, allowing Chase only one 
poing in each, and finally ran the set out on 
the ninth, although Chase made a hard 
struggle for the last game.

He took the net on every occasion 
and his play there was faultless. His par- 
ticular excellence was his overhand drives 
of lobbed balls. So easily did he handle 
them that Chase seemed to make the mis- 
take of misjudging their speed, for frequent- 
ly he was caught a yard in advance of the 
back line by the ball striking at his feet and 
not giving him sufficient room in which to 
handle it. : 

The first three games of the last set were 
taken with ease by Neel, and it became evi- 
dent the match was practically over. The 
fourth game Chase tried his ground stroke 
with some success, passing Neel cleanly on 
one occasion by a backhand cross-court shot 
which brought out rounds of applause. He 
won the fourth game, but fell down immedi- 
ately on the fifth and sixth, getting but one 
point in the two games.

TO PREPARE THE TEETH FOR FILLING. 


New Method of Removing Cavities That 
Dentists Don’t Take To. 


Suffering humanity, especially that part of 
it which suffers through the teeth. has been 
rejoicing lately over an article going the 
rounds of the press in regard to the discovery 
b: a Boston dentist of a wayto clean the, 
ravity of atooth without the use of instru- 
ments. A secret preparation, the only known 
ingredient of which is glyceriue, is placed in 
the tooth and eats out the decayed portion in 
a short time, leaving the cavity ready for fill- 
Dr. J. C. Barclay, a dentist at No. 819 
Marshall Field Building. said : 

“This is nothing new. Every dentist uses 
acid in certain cases to remove dead bone. 
But it is neces«ary to cut overhanging dentine 
with an instrument. Another objection to 
applying the substance described is that when 
the cavity is deep and there’s any possibility 
of the nerve bemg exposed any application 
that would destroy decayed matter would 
cause intense pain to the imbedded nerve, 
and hence it is necessary to remove the un- 
sound substance carefully with instruments 
until it is ascertained whether or not the 
nerve is exposed.” 

Dr. John F. Mensel said: 

‘A substance that would eat bad tissue 
would also eat good. Adentist could not 
eontrol that substance as he could instru- 
ments,”’ 

It seems from all authority consulted that. 
the mysterious acid ate a ho'e in the 
patient’s tooth would in all probability keep 
right on and eat another hole iu his face. It 
is true, however, that glycerine, which is said 
to be the principal component of the new dis- 
covery, is abe to make @ large sized cavity 
in a tooth in a short time if prepared rightly, ° 
It should be comvined with a substance 
known as *“‘nitro’’ and touche with a match. 
But according to Mr. Harvey there is not 
enough gold in the worldto fill the cavity

Judge Goggin Releases a Woman Charged 

with Horse-Stealing. 
. Mre. Lizzie Hoffman was released from the 
County Jail yesterday by Judge Goggin on 
the smallest bond ever required of a prisoner 
in the Criminal Court. She was her own 
surety on the bond, which was for 25 cents, 
Mrs. Hoffman lived untila few weeks ago at 
the corner of Cornell and Noble streets with 
her husband and one child, About two weeks 
ago she was arrested by officers of the West 
Chicago Avenue Station on a charge of horse- 
stealing and after a hearing in the police 
court last Thursday was held to the Criminal 
Court in $500 bail, Being unable to furnish 
a bond she was committed, and her child, 4 
years old, was taken there with her. It 
appeared at her trial if the police court 
that the woman’s husband brought home 
two horses which the police claim were agge 
One of the horses Hoffman sold and with the 
proceeds left the town, abandoning his wife 
and child, 

Having no means upon which to live Mrs. 
Hoffman sold the remaining horse and ‘ived 
onthe proceeds until arrested, Yesterday an 
attorney told Judge Goggin of the woman 
and baby who were in the jail and the Judge 
sent for them. Whenshe was brought into 
the court Mrs. Hoffman told her story. 

‘‘This woman does not look like a horse- 
thief,” said Judge Goggin, * and she’ has no 
business in the jail with that little child. Let 
her be released on her own recognizance.”’ 

‘* What will the amount of the recognizance 
be?’’ asked the clerk. 

**T don’t care what you make it,” said the 
court. ‘* Make it 25 cents.”’ 

Leading the child by the hand the woman 
left rejoicing.

Prang Representative Says “Daubs and 
Blotches’ fas Not Directed at Chicago. 
W. S. Mack, manager of the Chicago office 

of the Prang Educational company, returned 
to Chicago from Denver yesterday. Mr. 
Mack was surprised when he read the pub- 
lished reports in which John 8S. Clark of 
Loston described the work done by Chicago 
public school drawing pupils as “ daubs 
and blotches.”’ 
‘** Art Education in General Education ’ 
was the title of Mr. Clark’s paper,’ said Mr. 
Mack, “‘ and he at no time referred to the 
work of the Chicago public school pupils. 
Mr. Clark treated the subject entirely in the 
abstract. He quoted several times from the 
works of Col. Parker, but engaged in no 
hitter debate with him. Col. Parker believes 
in teaching the pupils to copy nature. Our 
theory is to develop creative power in the 
child. Consequently we do not agree, but 
there is no bad feeling between us. 

“That remark about »‘ daubs and 
blotches,’ if ever made by . Clark was di- 
rected at the work of the Cook County Nor- 
mal School displayed at Aurora last April. 
Mr. Clark, as every one who has examined 
the work dane by the drawing students in 
the Chicago public schools, has spoken 
ncthing but praise of it. To show how.ab- 
surd it is to attribute the remark as against 
this city’s work I will say Col. Parker has 
no influence whatever with the directors 
o. the drawing classes here. They are dom- 
inated entirely by the Prang principles and 
Mr. Clark would not be likely to find fault 
with the system of his owncompany. How- 
ever, I think the discussion which has arisen 
will ultimately result in a great improve- 
ment in the systems of teaching drawing in 
different cities.”’ 


STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT DE KALB, 


Its Offer Is $50,000 Better than Any of Its 
Competitors. 
The efforts of the De Kaib citizens who 
were delegated to watch the interests of their 
city in the Northern Lllinois State Normal 
school site proposition were crowned with 
victory yesterday when the Board of Trustees 
decided to locate the proposed institution at

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THE INDICTED ALDERMEN. 

THE TRIBUNE said the other.day that it 

was clearly the duty of the two indicted 
Aldermen, Messrs. Finkler and Martin, to 
devote their vacations to proying their inno- 
cence. That is, they ought to demand imme- 
diate trials—this week or next week at the 
farthest—so that the smut may be removed 
from their characters without delay and 
their constitutents may know that they have 
Aldermen of whom they may .be proud, 
But if these two indicted men show no great 
anxiety to get out from under a cloud and 
do nbt ask that their cases be disposed of at 
once, then the State’s-Attorney should move 
the court that the defendants be put on trial 
forthwith. The witnesses for the State are 
all in the eity. Some of them may have 
been intending to go off on pleasure trips, 
but they will postpone them if duty bids 
them stay here. There is not a Judge who 
vould not be willing to shorten his vacation 
(o try some alleged Aldermanic boodlers. 
An immediate trial can be no hardship for 
the defendants, who have their testimeny all 
ready. It consists mainly of their sworn 
statements that they were the tempted and 
not the tempters. 

Of course the two Aldermen cannot be 
tried speedily if they do not want to be. 
They can have the matter carried over till 
winter without the least difficulty. Thelaw 
encourages delay: They can swear that wit- 
nesses whose testimony is important are out 
of town. They can swear that all the Judges 
are prejudiced against’ them except those 
who are off on their vacations and will not be 
back till fall. They can put off their trials 
until long after the Council has reassembled 
and can serve as members while their char- 
acters are still dubious. While honest men 
might do this, honest men are not in the 
habit of doing. it. They want to be vindi- 
cated as soon as possible. . 

Certainly these men ought to ask for im- 
mediate trials and the State should grant 
that request. If it does not the State’s-At- 
torney will be blameworthy. But if nosuch 
request is made then he should demand a 
speedy trial, so that if these men are guilty 
they may be sent without delay to learn an 
honest trade at Joliet. 


THE FOREIGNER PAID THE DUTY, 
Walter H. Bunn, the new Appraiser of the 
Port at New York, has furnished the Times 
of that city some information about the im- 
ports for the last fiscal year. He is a Dem- 
ecrat,.. but he does not seem to be one of 
those who are in the habit of suppressing 
facts when they clash with their theories. 
It is an article of faith with the men who 
framed the present tariff law that customs 
duties are paid by the consumer, They will 
admit of no exceptions. They will not con- 
cede that the foreigner sometimes pays the 
tax, in whole or in part, Therefore if Mr. 
Wilson, now Postmaster-General, had had 
the editing of Mr. Bunn’s copy he would not 
have failed to cut out what the latter has 
to say on the subject of burlaps. Prior to 
the enactment of the law of 1804 there was 
a duty of nearly 2 cents a pound on burlaps, 
or grain bags made from burlaps. That law 
put them on the free list, so that farmers 
and other consumers might have to pay less 
for them. Those consumers were informed 
‘by Mr, Wilson and other Democrats that they 
were going to be relieved of a grievous 
tax and were asked to show their gratitude 
therefor at the next election. As is well 
known, they did not, nor was there any 
reason why they should do so, 
On the subject of burlaps Mr. Bunn has this 
to say: 


A notable fact, and one which requires careful 
examination, is that foreign manufacturers have 
advanced their prices of burlaps to an amount 
fully equal to the duty imposed by the tariff of 
1890, thus depriving the consumer of the benefits 
expected from reduction of duties. The govern- 
ment loses nearly $2,000,000 in duties, and without 
corresponding or any gain to the people. During 
the year 1894 duty was collected in amount as 
follows: 

On bags for grain, made of burlaps 

On burlaps of flax, jute, or hemp, under 
sixty inches 

On burlaps of flax, jute, or hemp, over 
sixty imches.... ...

Should this condition of affairs continue, restora- 
tion of reasonable rates of duty, yielding, as the 
same will, at least two million of revenue, will 
doubtless be urged. 

It appears from these simple statements 
of a Democratic official that one little ex- 
periment.of his party in tariff tinkering has 
resulted in the loss of about two millions of 
revenue by a government which was and is 
sadly in need of it and in the gift of that sum 
to foreign manufacturers, who would have 

‘had to pay it but for the generosity of Mr. 
Wilson and his friends. The American con- 
sumers, whom they said they ‘were going 
to benefit, paid just as much as ever for 
their burlaps. The foreign manufacturers, 
heediess of the theories and of the feelings 
of their Democratic aWies, quietly added the 
old tax to their selling price and pocketed 
the sums which they have been paying into 
the United States Treasury. Of course, ac- 
cording to Wilsonian theories, the price 
ought to have fallen when the duty was 
taken off, but somehow it did hot. 

Mr. Bunn has given one excellent illus- 
tration of the uences of allowing the- 
orists to make a tariff. He has shown how 
two millions of revenue paid by foreigners 
have been lost on one single item. He 
should search further, and make the result

TESTING THE TENNESSEE SUNDAY LAWS. 

A few years ago the Sunday observance 
laws of Tennessee were enforced rigorously 
against some Seventh Day Adventists in the 
western part of that State, who persisted in 
carrying on their farm work on the first 
day of the week, claiming that the last day 
was the Sabbath and was the one which it 
was divinely ordained should be observed. 
Some of these conscientious offenders were 
fined and some were imprisoned. 

Various associations of Adventists and 
Seventh Day Baptists decided that the pqwer 
of a State to punish men for acting in ac- 
their religious convictions 
ought to be passed on by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. Therefore they started 
out to carry up to that court the case of a 
Tennesseean named King who had been sent 
to jail for tilling his farm on Sunday. But 


this case got no farther than the District, 


Court for West Tennessee because King 
died before the arguments had been méde 
in the Supreme Court. 

But as what the Adventists cafl “ the 
persecuting spirit’’ has not died out in 
Tennessee, Georgia, and one of two other 
States, and as the men who believe that 
Saturday is the Sabbath apd that Sunday is 
not must either abstain from work two days 
in the week or violate the laws or their con- 
victions, it has been decided to make an- 
other effort and sée if they cannot find out 
what the Supretme Court thinks about the 
matter. 

It is quite possible, however, that they will 
meet with a disappointment after they get 
to that court. When King’s case was 
brought before the District Judge of West 
Tennessee he held that his court had no 
jurisdiction, as there was ho constitutional 
question involved. For, said the Judge, 
while the first amendment to the Constitu- 
tion declares that ‘‘ Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment of religion 
or prohibiting the free exercise thereof,” 
that is a limitatiod upon the power of 
Congress and not upon that of the States, 
which can establish a religion or restrict 
religious freedom without violating any of 
the provisions of the United States. 

As the Supreme Court never has passed 
on this question of the Sunday laws of 
States, that which thfs District Judge has 
to say has no binding force, but the prob- 
abilities are that the Supreme Court will 
agree with him. The question of religion 
appears to be one of those which the framers 
of the Constitution deemed it best to leave 
entirely to the States. At the time when the 
Constitution was adopted Connecticut had 
an established church—the Congregational 
one—and in all the States the Sunday ob- 
servance laws were infinitely more rigid 
than they are now, In many of them Sun- 
day travel was forbidden, Sunday amuse- 
ments of the mildest character were not tol- 
erated, and the man who thought it wrong 
to work Saturday was told no one would 
force him to work on that day, but that if 
he worked on that day which the majority 
of the people looked on as holy he would 
suffer for it. 

It rather seems, therefore, as if those who 
complain of the religious laws of the States 
in which they live will have to look to the 
State for redress and not to the National 
Government, which does not seem to have 
any more to do with the Sunday question 
than with the marriage and divorce question. 
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JOHN ALEXANDER DOWIE’S CASE. 

“John Alexander Dowie’ has taken a2 
new departure before the law. Up toa few 
days ago he contented himself with the po- 
sition that he was not conducting a hospital] 
in the legal sense of the term, and therefore 
was not amenable to the authorities as 
manager of a hospital. The neighbors hav- 
ing protested against his methods, with the 
result that he was arrested several times, 
he now takes a bolder stand, which many 
will deem blasphemous. He avers that 
divine healing is part of the plan of the unl 
verse, and that working in accordance with 
that plan he has been the means of effecting 
cures by prayer alune. He defies his “ enc 
mies ’’ to prove that those “ cures’’’ are not 
genuine, and claims'that their action towards 
him is unrighteous persecution. Substan- 
tially he makes these claims in the Superior 
Court of Cook County. 

The plea is backed by numerous affidavits 
from persons who allege they have been 
cured by or through his ministrations. One 
claims that. by some mysterious power one 
of her lower limbs was lengthened three 
inches and she was enabled to walk without 
a limp. Others testify to cures of hereditary 
consumption in the last stages, hip disease, 
cancer in the face, hemorrhage and tumor, 
fever and convulsions, diphtheria, heart dis- 
ease, cancer in the tongue, cancer in the 
stomach, blindness, total deafness of nine 
years’ standing, etc., etc. In all these cases 
prayer with and for the patient seems to 
have been the only remedy, except that 
sometimes it was accompanied by a rubbing 
with the hand over the part ofthe body 
particularly affected. Dowi- also has affi- 
davits to help him prove to the satisfaction 
of doubters that it is not absolutely neces- 
sary for him to be present at the time of 
cure. 

The issue thus is formally raised if Dowie 
be a rank impostor, humbugeging the people, 
or a saint having the power said to have 
been possessed by the aposties of healing 
disease in the name of Jesus. It is not im- 
possible that he may carry his case in court, 
if it come to a hearing, as it would be diffi- 
cult successfully to impeach the testimony 
of every one of the witnesses, no matter 
how strong might be the suspicion that they 


| are humbugs or have been completely de- 


luded by Dowie and his preposterous teach- 
ings. But would that prove anything except 
that there are more gullible victims in this 
part of the world than previously had been 
supposed by intelligent people?

DEFENDER AND VALKYRIE. 

There is now no question that the race of 
the Defender and Valkyrie in September 
next for the America’s cup will be the finest 
and most closely contested international race 
yet sailed in American waters, There are 
those who are already prophesying that at 
the finish the close of the original race at 
Cowes will be repeated, when it was “‘ the 
America is first, your Majesty; there is no 
second.” This is, however, enthusiasm run 
rampant. It is safer to predict that, judged 


by the performances of both boats, the De- : 


fender will keep the America’s cup in Amer- 
ican possession. 

The Defender made her first appearance 
in racing trim Sunday off Newport, and in 
two trial contests outsailed the Vigilant, 
the éup defender of 1898. The Vigilant had 
been put in as perfect shape as possible 
to give the Defender a hard task, but she 
was outsailed in every variety of weather, 
from a light breeze to a ten-knot club-top- 
sail wind. The Vigilant was both outpoint- 
vd and outfooted, and on the second trial of” 
Point Judith the Defender not only gained 
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literally sailed around her. In her previous | 


spin with the Colonia she had shown re- 
markable qualities, and if it had been a 
#0-mile race she would have beaten her 
by,more than 25 minutes, It is evident from 
her performance with the Vigilant that no 
yacht ever built in this country can compare 
with her in all points of sailing and hand- 
ling. 

The Vigilant kept the cup in this country 
two years ago against the old Valkyrie 
with very little trouble. She is faster today 
than she was then and yet the Defender 
simply walked away from her. The latter 
being in every way conspicuously supé- 
rior, Americans have the right to /be- 
lieve that the new Valkyrie wil! not 
take the cup back to England. The 
only fear of experts in the case of the 
Defender was that the builders/had cut the 
hull down too much, rélying/pon the deep 
and heavy keel to support the power of the 
large sail area. In the pace with the Vig- 
ilant, however, this dgfger was shown not 
to exist and builders and owners alike were 
delighted with her évery point. 

The Valkyrie is undoubtedly a very fast 
yacht and she’ has beaten: both the Ailsa 
and Britannia with ease, though in one race 
slie was beaten by the Britannia. If the crit- 
icisms of English papers are to be relied 
upon Me Valkyrie shows the very defect 
whioh was supposed to attach to the De- 
fexider—namely, that her great sail area is 
mot counterbalanced by the hull below the 
It is not remarkable therefore 
that Lord Dunraven is hoping for light 
breezes, and with this hope in view has 
chosen early September as the time for the 
race. But whether in light or heavy breezes 
the owners of the Defender have good reason 
to believe that she will beat the Valkyrie 
and that this finest product of yachtbuild- 
ing skill isa world beater. 
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LAYING RAILS BY SPECIAL ASSESSMENT. 

Ald. Greenacre proposes that the Council 
pass an ordinance for the improvement of 
Halsted street from Seventy-ninth to One 
Hundred and Third street. The improve- 
ment he contemplates is a novelone. In ad- 
dition to macadamizing the street he wants 
a double street car track of heavy stee!] rails 
to be put down, the cost to be met, like that 
of the macadamizging, by a special assess- 
ment on the property benefited, There are 
a number of settlements strung along this 
part of Halsted street whose inhabitants 
have poor facilities for reaching the city or 
for inter-communication. 

The Alderman is of the opinion tlfat if 
these rails were laid some corporation would 
be willing to lease from the city the special 
right to use those tracks, put up electric 
wires, and run cars. Were this done he 
would turn over the rents to the property- 
owners until they had been paid their extra 
assessments on account of the rails. When 
that had been done the rents would go into 
the City Treasury. Even if no company of- 
fered to rent the tracks travel would'be a 
great deal easier, eepecially for heavy teams, 
if there were a continuous line of heavy rails 
in the street. ; 

It would be a great thing for the city if it 
owned the street car tracks and rented the 
use of them to the companies. In spite of 
boodling Aldermen it would derive a great 
revenue from them, while at present it gets 
only a trifling license fee for each car. bo 
many miles of track are yet to be laid in the 
city, with its vast area, that if the city were 
to begin now to rent rights which it gives 
away at present it would bea great financial 
gainer. But it is a question whether, as the 
charter stands, the city has the power to do 
what Ald, Greenacre wishes it to. 

The law for the incorporation of cities con- 
tains a long list of things which Councils 
can do. Whatever is not in that list they can- 
not do, unless it can be shown that it comes 
within the scope of the rather elastic ‘‘police 
power.”’ That power can hardly be stretched 
so as to cover the laying of rails and the 
leasing to a company of the right to use 
them. The city does not seem at present to 
have any authority to go into the street rail- 
way business, even to the slight extent that 
is proposed by the Alderman. Nor is it 
clear that the courts would sustain a special 
assessment for the laying of steel rails in 
case there was an objection raised on the 
part of anybody who was assessed, It has 
not been customary to improve streets in 
that way. 

The Legislature can give the city the pow- 
er to do a great many things which it cannot 
do at the present time, and probably Ald. 
Greenacre’s ordinance will not be worth any- 
thing until it has acted. 
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POWER AI NIAGARA FALLS. 

The Mew York Journal of Commerce 
makes the striking statement that the daily 
product of all the coal mines worked by 
man .has in it no greater possibilities for 
the production of power than has the force 


of the water passing over the Falls of Ni-- 


agara. It is no wonder that when once the 
utilization of a part of this tremendous 
force was believed to be feasible the 
schemes offered for developing it should re- 
ceive widespread attention, and there is no 
attempt to apply the energies of nature to 
the uses of man that is attracting more 
notice than this. It is watched in Eu- 
rope with even greater intentness than in 
the United States, for the possibility of an 
exhaustion of the available coal supply on 
the other side of the Atlantic is staring 
many people in the face, and they are not 
slow to understand the tremendousedisad- 
vantage under which they would be placed 
by a loss of producing power. 

At present it is not attempted to utilize 
more than a small fraction of the vast ag- 
gregate of power at the Falls, but the works 
now under way will furnish a greater quan- 
tity of power than any other system of dis- 
tribution and control that is in existence, 
and the ambition of the projectors is to ac- 
eomplish far greater things in the near fut- 
ure. Their views have enlarged with the 
progress of their work. When the company 
was first organized there was little thought 
that the transmission 6f the power gene- 
rated in its wheel pit could be effected by 
electricity, and as late as 1890 that had only 
come to be regarded as a commercial pos- 
sibility. It was one of four modes of distri- 
bution that was considered, the other three 
being by manila or wire rope, hydraulic 
pipes, and compressed air. It was not till 
December, 1891, that it was finally deter- 
mined to invite competitive plans and esti- 
mates for the development of electrical 
power and its transmission both locally and 
at Buffalo. Now the thing is regarded as 
a fact accomplished, though there still may 
be some doubts as to the extent to which 
the power of the water above the Falls can 
be utilized in the future. 

The immediate results within the grasp of 
the company are great. They include the 
covering of a square mile of land around the 
power-house with industrial establishments 
using the power which they are able to fur- 
nish more cheaply than if coal were deliv- 
ered free at.the mouth of the furnace, The 
present power-house is ready to supply.elec- 
trical energy equal to fifteen thousand horse- 
power, and its ultimate capacity is more 
than three times that quantity. But, if 
there be no mistake as to the possibilities 
of extension the energy generated at Nia- 
gara will successfully displace existing pow- 
er plants of all descriptions far beyond the 
area of Buffalo. Within a radius of a hun- 
dred miles frofm Niagara there are sixteen 
cities with a population of 5,000 and over, in 
which a total of 144,000 horse-power is used. 
Within a radius of three hundred miles there 
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power can be transmitted so far economic- 
ally. The conditions that would have to be 
met in the extension are thus stated by Mr. 
Greene: “If the nécessary voltage or press- 
ure of the current is so high, or if the pole 
lines and Ree pang must be of such a size 
and so placed that the insulation of the line 
cannot be/maintained, or danger to human 
life cannot be avoided by any reasonable 
precaution, then the transmissfon cannot 
be considered practicable commercially.” 
But even if these conditions cannot be suc- 
cessfully met today that fact does not prove 
impracticability for a year or two hence. 
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THERE is to be a meeting of free silver 
Democrats at Washington on the 18th of 
next month. There has been an impression 
that it was to be a sort of national mass con- 
vention at which flery speeches were to he 
made and resolutions to be adopted telling 
the Democratic party that if it did’not adopt 
a free coinage plank it would have to get 
along as best it could without them. It‘ap- 
pears, however,. fruin the statement of Sen- 
ator Jones of Arkansas that this meeting is 
not to be a convention but a conference, 
and a tame one at that. The plan is now 
that on the date mentioned “‘ one or more 
gentlemen of character and experience from 
each State,”’ who believe in 50-cent dollars 
and the scaling down of debts, shall meet 
at Washington pursuant to invitation. 
These men of character who believe in char- 
acterless money will, “if they think well 
of it,” select a National Central committee, 
the duty of each member of which will be 
to organize the dishonest money Democrats 
of his State, so that they “may be fairly rep- 
resented in the next national convention.”’ 
It will be seen that there is to be only a-small 
select gathering, composed chiefly of men 
picked out by Senators Jones, Turpie, and 
Harris. No professed Populists will be ad- 
mitted, much to the disappointment of the 
latter, and all that will be done at the most 
will be to select a committee to see that the 
oppressed,down-trodden free silverites have 
fair play next ygar. This is a great conie- 
down from the grand national revolutior:- 
ary convention, the holding of which next 
month was demanded by Altgeld and Hin- 
richsen.

Tue Financial and Commercial Chronicle 
reports that the June earnings of a little 
less than 100,000 miles of railroad show a 
gain of 8.29 per cent over the corresponding 
time last year, against a gain of 6.38 per 
cent in May and 4.65 per centin April, Of 
course, it should not be forgotten that the 
railroad earnings of June last year were 
very much lessened by the strikes then in 
progress, but the gain is a substantial one 
over what the business then probably would 
have been in the absence of strikes.

There appear to be times when nonsense 
of one sort or another holds the popular 
mind, says.the July Munsey. The phenom- 
enon is by no means exclusively American; 
in England, that land of regular habits, it 
recurs annually as the ‘‘silly season.’"’ What- 
ever we may aver to the contrary, the pub- 
lic, or the part of it that is conspicuous— 
the face of the body politic, as it were—loves 
a wonder. It likes to discover the best or 
the worst in any current condition, As the 
late P. T. Barnum expressed it, the public 
enjoys being humbugged. It likes to de- 
ceive itself with mares’ nests, and it has a 
hypocritical liking for prophesying its own 
speedy departure to the dogs and moraliz- 
ing upon its own wickedness and degenera- 
tion. And all the time it is only talking. 

This season has seen a strikingly new de- 
velopment of popular taste. The bicycle 
manufacturers cannot turn out their wares 
half fast enough to supply thé demand for 
women’s wheels. The roads are covered 
with women of every class of society whirl- 
ing along on little saddles and rubber tires. 
Immediately that big, hygterical voice of 
the public began to ask what we are coming 
to. Where are the home-staying women’? 
it cried, What is to become of the eternal 
feminine? She has put on a pair of bloom- 
ers and taken to the road! People write 
solemy articles saying that this is only one 
Straw. showing which way the wind blows: 
that it is but the beginning of a total change 


, in social and physical conditions. 


The fact is that women never more truly 
showed themselves in the character they 
Started out to maintain in the Garden of 
Eden than in the present craze, It is one 
that need alarm nobody. Bicycling is a most 
healthful and beneficial exercise, and the 
hundreds or thousands of women who, 
womanlike, have taken it up simply be- 
cause it is the fashion, will derive nothing 
but good from it. It is one of the most sen- 
sible fashions we have had for a long time. 

We talk about the ‘new woman.” There 
is no such thing, any more than there is a 
new man. The sociologists who hold up the 
hicycle-riding woman and declare her a new 
species by comparing her with the sweet, 
drooping Amelias of half a century ago. 
should take an up-to-date business-man and 
compare him with the hero of an old-fash- 
ioned novel. The contrast would be, if any- 
thing, a little more striking. 

The sweet, innocent maiden, submissive 
and untaught, who was the grandmother of 
our new woman, -was herself the grand- 
daughter of a woman of whose shrewdness 
and boldness we of today know little. How 
does our ‘‘new woman” stand before Queen 
Klizgabeth, Catherine of Russia, the Medici 
Princesses, Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough, 
or even that of Mary of Scots, whose wom- 
anliness.is historically extolled? 

This old world has tried all sorts of experi- 
ments. It takes about two generations for 
it to forget what it has done and begin all 
over again. The “new woman” has come up 
with great regularity and will probably con- 
tinue to do so whenever the notion takes her.

Ingenious Method toa Raise Water. 

** One of the most interesting and ingenious 
methods of raising water from a river I saw 
recently on a visit to Green River,” said 
Assistant Engineer Gilcrest. *‘ It was a con- 
trivance arranged by Charles McPherson at 
that place. It consists of a wooden wheel 
two and a half feet in diameter and armed 
with paddles, which were set in motion by 
the current of the river, into which it was 
placed between two old scows. At one point 
in the circumference of the wheel is an off- 
set with an opening init. As the wheel re- 
volves the water is forced throu#h the open- 
ing into a coll of pipe in the body of the 
wheel, which is arranged likea snail’s shell. 
This coil terminates in the axle of the 
wheel, which consists of a gas pipe two and 
a half inches in diameter. A perpendicular 
standpipe rises from this axle five and a 
half feet above the center of the wheel, and 
through this pipe the water is forced in a 
continuous stream. 

“ All of the work on the wheel is rough 
and ready, but the principle of the thing was 
new to me. The maker of the wheel told me 
that a wheel eight feet in diameter would 
raise water through a two anda half inch 
pipe to a height of twenty feet. The height 
to which it is raised depends upon the num- 
ber of coils in the interior of the wheel, 
The wheel I saw was covered with Russian 
iron sheeting so as to make it air-tight ex- 
cept for the opening at the offset, and I sup- 
pose that compressed air has much to do 
with forcing the water so far above the 
surface. A good feature of the wheel is 
that it need not be permanently fixed any- 
where. It is set between two scows, and 
therefore rises and falls with the current. 
It was well worth while going a good dis- 
tance to see it work.’’—From the Cheyenne 
(Wyo.) Leader. 


“ Conservative” as a Political Term. 

Canning, and not Croker, was the first to 
use in English politics the word Conserva- 
tive in its present sense, and too long has 
Thackeray's Mr. Wenham (Disraeli's Mr. 
Nigby) had the credit which belongs to a 
far more brilliant man. The general as- 
sumption has been that the term was earliest 
employed in the Quarterly Review for Janu- 
ary, 1830 (No. 83, p. 276), in an article which 
has been commonly said, but upon no spe- 
cific authority, to have been written by 
Croker, but its true first use was five years 
end a half viously. 

June 8, 1824, a dinner was given to George

BIG SHAFT I8 SAFELY PUT IN PLACE. 


Seventy-two-Ton Axle of the Ferris Wheel 
Hoisted in Position. 

The beginning of the end of the erection of 
the Ferris wheel was reached yesterday morn- 
ing when the big shaft was hoisted into posi- 
tion. It was exactly 8:31 o’clock when the 
engines first started and just forty-seven min- 
utes later when the shaft was in the notch at 
the top of the structure, 140 feet from the 
ground. Everything bad been put in readi- 
ness Saturday. and the work would have been 
done Sunday if rain had not threatened. 

The shaft weighs seventy-two tons and is 
forty-five teet long and thirty-two inches in 
diameter. Along the north sides of the 
structure had been placed large wooden 
bourds carefuliy greased, making an casy 
surface on which the shaft could be pulled 
up. At the top of the iron structure 
were projecting heavy balance beams 
built on the wooden structure at the 
side of the iron work. There were four 
of these beams each four irches square at 
each end and in order to make them 
still stronger they were lashed together with 
two-inch rope. These beams suspended the 
tackle, two treble blocks fastened together 
on each beam, makmg tweive parts of rope to 
each end of the shatt. The strainon each 
rope was equal to ten tons. On oue side of 
the structure two engines managed that side 
of the shaft, and on the other one larger en- 
gine was used. From the beams the two-inch 
ro were suspended to the shaft, 

Pas engines were started, slowly at first, 
and tne rope straightened, and the 
large shaft was on its way. At® each 
end of it sat two men with pails of greace, 
who kept the puileys and ways in good work- 

order. Two or three steups were made 80 
as to give time to examine ali portions of the 
machinery subject to strain, but everything 
did its duty well, there was no 
trouble. The most difficult part of the boiset- 
ing was when the notch at the top was reached, 
when the shaft had to be lifted and then 
dropped gently into p.ace, and those in charge 
felt it there were to be any accidents they 
would then oceur. But no difficulty was ex- 
perienced and loud steam whistles announced 
that the seventy two-ton shaft was sufely in 
PO ahere were forty men ontop of the large 
iron structure, each one assigned to some part 
of the lifting tackle, to see that all parts were 
properly working.

'HE GETS FIVE ONLY 


PREMATURE PUBLIOATION WARNS 
COUNTERFEITERS OF DANGER. 


Capt. Porter Captures Three More of the 
Gang, but the Presses and Dies Are 
Gone=Warned in Time the Coiners 
Hide Their Tools and Scrub Their 
Workrooms<He Finds Some Evidences, 
but Could Have .Done Better Had 
Agreements Been Kept. 

Capt. Porter of the United States secret 
Service went to bed last night for the first 
time since last Friday afternoon, since 
which time he has been continually on the 
trail of the gang of Italian counterfeiters 
which has been flooding Chicago with spuri- 
ous specie. As told in an extra edition of 
THE TRIBUNE yesterday he succeeded in 
gathering in two of the gang at daylight, 


and in the morning hours he captured three 
more of the men. 

This work has beer done in the face of ob- 
stacles thrown in Capt. Porter’s way by men 
who he thinks should have aided him in 
the case. When he and his assistants made 
the preliminary search for the counterfeit- 
ers last Friday night the fact that he was 
on the trail of the gang leaked out, so the 
Captain thinks, through the Police Depart- 
ment. An agreement was entered into by 
the morning newspapers not to print any- 
thing that would ruin his chances of getting 
the men. Saturday he was no nearer the 
goal, but one paper insisted on printing the 
story Sunday morning, forcing publication 
in the others. The Captain wanted to make 
the rajd that morning, but found it im- 
practicable to do so. The investigations of 
his men Sunday showed him the publicity 
had been fatal and yesterday’s early morn- 
ing raid was forced upon him. 

Three unsuccessful attempts were made 
ta locate the headquarters of the gang. The 
last raid was made on the one and a half 
Story frame house at No. 1242 West Nine- 
teenth street at 9:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. An hour later all vestiges of the plant 
would have been removed. The gang 
had warning, and employed the time to get 
things out of the way. The molds were 
destroyed or hidden away, the electric plat- 
ing apparatus was gone, and the attic in 
which the men worked had been scrubbed 
and righted. It was still wet when Capt. 
Porter, Constable Bergamo, and Porter's 
assistants, Al Gallagher and Dan White, en- 
tered the house. 

Pasquale Gurofalo, an Italian who. lives 
on the lower floor, recognized the party and 
made an effort to escape through the attic 
window. He was seized by the officers, and 
after a short struggle quieted down and de- 
manded the nature of the visit. When told 
that he was wanted for making counterfeit 
coins he denied most vigorously that he 
knew what. counterfeit coins were. While 
the constable took Garofalo and his son 
Louis and Matteo Marro into custody Capt. 
Porter and the others searched the house. 
They found a lot of antimony, tin, and 
load, a package of dollars, halves, and 
quarters soiled with plaster, indicating they 
were the genuine coins used in making the 
patterns. In the cracks and crevices of the 
freshly scrubbed floor were found traces of 
plaster and bits of base metal. 

The three men were brought to the Mar- 
shal’s office and joined the two others ar- 
rested earlier in the day. They were Michael 
d’Ambrosio and. Dieffa Salvo. The latter 
was arrested at No. 135 Ewing street. The 
officers believed the plant was located in the 
house, but found nothing save a counterfeit 
quarter of the same kind made by the gang 
on Salvo. Before daylight Capt. Porter and 
his posse captured d’Ambrosio at No. 459 
South Clark street. He was represented as 
being one of the gang passing the coins. He 
was found in bed and grumbled considerably 
when the officers entered his room. In his 
clothes were found nineteen of the gang’s 
half-dollars. Capt. Porter expected to have 
been able to make a better catch. His in- 
formant knew the members of the gang, but 
not the location of the plant, and it was nec- 
essary to move from place to place in order 
to locate it. 

Capt. Porter believes the gang to be a large 
one. ‘Phere has hardly been a week for the 
last six months without the arrest of some 
Italian. charged with passing counterfeit 
coins, and Capt. Porter’s closets are full of 
captured coin, all of the same handiwork, all 
cleverly done, and heavily plated. 

All five men were taken before Commis- 
sioner Mark Foote in the afternoon and 
committed to the County Jail for a hearing 
Wednesday morning in default of $1,000 
bonds each.

Kendrick, proprietor of the News Record, 
Fort Smith, Ark., had been convicted in a 
United States Court of fraudulent use of the 
mailis. It appears the offense was merely 
technical and trivial. Mr. Kendrick had 
contracted to insert an advertisement fora 
baking powder company on the eighth page 
of a week day issue of his paper, but instead 
he printed the advertisement on the sixth 
page of the Sunday issue. The company re- 
fused to pay the bill and the prosecution was 
taken up by a postal inspector whom Mr. 
Kendrick is said to have offended by re- 
fusing to publish his name in connection 
with the pursuit of Bill Cook, the outlaw. 
At the trial it was shown Mr. Kendrick gave 
more value to the advertiser than the con- 
tract called for, but the jury brought in a 
verdict of guilty. Judge I. C. Parker, who 
tried the case, expressed his willingness to 
give the defendant a new trial, but as the 
matter was so trivial, advised him to let 
the verdict stand and accept a nominal pun- 
ishment. Mr. Kendrick consented and the 
Judge assessed the lightest possible penalty 
—a fine of $10 and an hour’s imprisonment, 
adding that Mr. Kendrick could serve the 
time in the custody of the court by taking 
dinner at Judge Parker’s residence the fol- 
lowing Sunday.

NATURAL GAS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Breezy Warfare in Committee Over the 
Newberry Explosion. 

There was a lively tilt yesterday in the 
Committee on Buildings and Grounds of 
the Board of Education over the use of 
natural gas for heating purposes in the 
schools. The recent explosion at the New- 
berry Library started discussion, , ee 2 
Waters, the board’s chief engineer, reported 
that he and other experts had not been able 
to explain the Newberry explosion, and 
feared a similar accident might happen in 
the schools at any time which would be 
far more serious in its results. 


Mr. Fink thought the natural gas as safe 


as any other, but Messrs. Halle, Dresmel, 
and Mallette differed radically from this 
idea. They contended, aside from the con- 
stant menace to the children, that the gas 
heat was no cheaper than coal, and that the 
engineers had too many other duties to 
keep a lookout on the boilers. It was agreed 
to postpone the matter for the present. 

Chairman Beebe’s report showed that 
since Jan. 1 contracts for the erection of 
new school buildings have been let amount- 
ing to $671,444. Among the new buildings 
contracted for are the Tennyson, Mont 
Clare, West Division High School, Greene, 
Healy, Newberry, Gresham, Von Humboldt, 
and Forrestville schools. ‘ 

A. Corcoran, a contractor whose bid for 
repairing several school buildings had been 
accepted, appeared before the committee 
and explained his bids were made withouta 
complete examination of the work to be 
done. He was released on a fine of 5 per 
cent of the amount, 

Bids for repairs were opened and the Sec- 
retary directed to accept the lowest. The 
architect was ordered to examine into the 
quality of the native Portland cement as 
compared with the foreign, Hitherto all 
specifications have called for English and 
German cement, to which American makers 
object.

AMBRIGAN PLANS TO OAPTURE IS 
 - BIOH COMMERCE. 


M. R. Jefferds and Celestial Diplomat 
Wang, Both of London, Now Maturing 
a Strong Combination of American 
‘Capital—Student Slayer Collins on Trial 
—Gideon and Daly’s Big Sale—Vander- 
bilt to Breed Horses—Weirdly Fatal 
Case of Animal Magnetism—Broker 
Kimball’s Suicide. 

‘New York, July 15.—[Special.]—M. R. Jef- 
ferds of London, England; Syivester Payne, 
his private secretary; and T. H. Wang of 
Shanghai, China, are registered at the West- 

_ minster Hotel. Mr. Jefferds, who is wet! 
known in railway circles throughout the 
world, is interested in large car works in 
America, England, Germany, and France, 

‘und represents eapital to the extent of a 
number of millions of dollars. His head- 
quarters is in London, where hi# interests 
are very large. Mr. Wang is a member of 
the Chinese Embassy to England and ranks 
third for promotion to the Emperor's pr 
vate staff. At present he is on a six months’ 
leave of absence, which the Emperor has de- 
cided to extend three months to allow him 
to accompany Mr. Jefferds on his trip 
through the Chinese Empire. The party will 
remain in New York several days. 

“My business in America,”’ said Mr. Jef- 
ferds today, “‘ has no particular significance 
just now, but will undoubtedly result in the 
establishment of. American enterprises in 
China. At present that country is vistuamy 
in the hands of Russia and England. W- 
~would rather have American capital to in- 
vest in Chinese railroads and build after 
the modern American ideas. We have been 
in communication with the highest officials 
ef China and they are in hearty accord with 
all our intentions. China looks to America 
and Americans as the most modern and 
brightest of all nations. We shall investi- 
wate Chinese needs fully, and it is safe to say 
it will not be long before American capital 
and enterprise will be largely represented 
there. The less Said about our intentions 
the better it will be for all concerned, al- 
though when théy do materialize they will 
be of national interest and will open up a 
new,trade between America and China 
which neither Russia nor England will be 
able to reach.” 


STUDENT SLAYER COLLINS ON TRIAL. 


His Case Was Never Considered by the 
Trenton Grand Jury. 

New York, July 15.—[Special.]|—John S. 
Collids, the negro who shot and killed Stu- 
dent Frederick F. Ohl, in Princeton, on the 
night of the Yale-Princeton ball game, was 
placed on trial at Trenton, N. J., this 
morning.

He wanted 
the State to prove that the words ** On affirm- 
ation.’’ were not putin the caption after its 
presentation to court. While the court 
and prosecutor were examining the law on 
the subject Senator Daly made a discovery. 
“ The caption.’ said the Senator. ‘should 
coutain the history of the action against Col- 
lins to date, but so far as this. paper is con- 
cerned there is nothing te show that the case 
of the State against Collins was ever consid- 
ered by the grand jury. 

An examination of the paper showed this 
to be thea case.

WAL ON SWEATING SYSTEM. 


Brotherhood of Tailors Determines to Crush 
It Entirely. 

New York, July 15.—Delegates of the 
Brotherhood of Tailors from 6380 shops, one 
from each shop, met last night in Walhalla 
Hall to repart the sentiments of their fellow 
workers regarding the proposed general 
strike. All the delegates reported that their 
employers had determined to resist the new 
agreement, and that the workers were in 
favor of striking. The meeting indorsed the 
strike and voted unanimously to place the 
full management of it in the hands of Meyer 
Schoenfeld and the executive committee of 
‘he brotherhood.’ Schoenfeld said last night: 

“We are pledged to reveal to no one the 
fay on which the strike will begin, so that 
the bosses will not have any advantage. In 


fact the tinie will not be known until five 
minutes before the strike is ordered. 


W hile 
this strike is for a new agreement with bet- 
ter wages and conditions, we shall make it 
the opportunity for wiping the sweat shop 
out of existence. Of the 8,000 members of 
the union, about 1,500 are at present work- 
ing in the tenements under the sweat shop 
system. We wil) on no account settle with 
the employers of these people, as the sweat 
shop system would continue if we did. We 
are tired of waiting for the factory inspect- 
ors to put an end to the system, and are 
going to end it ourselves at one blow.”

MAY LOSE THE CANAL CONCESSION. 


Nicaragua Government to Call the Mari- 
time Canal Company to Time. 

New Orleans, La., Juiy 15.—[Special. ]—A 
private letter from Managua, Nicaragua, 
says the concession granted several years 
agoto the Maritinve Canal company by the 
Nicaraguan Government for the coustruction 
uf the Nicaraguan Canal is for the second 
time in great janger of being canceled. The 
trouble is caused by the promise to build a 
canal ata point called Tipitapa, which would 
connect Lake Nicaragua with Lake Managua. 
When the concession was granted it was 
agreed that in return a canal would be built 
at this point wittiin three years after the begin- 
ning of work on the main line. The time limit 
placed upon the completion of this waterway 
expired in October, 1892, and the compa- 
ny has made no steps towards carrying out its 
contract. The Nicaraguan Canal company 
will be notified shortly the Nica- 
raguan Government will hold it to its 
original proposition and the canal at Tipitapa 
must be constructed and completed within. a 
short period. Should the canal company 
either refuse or negiect to carry out its orig- 
inal pian the concession will be annulled 
finally and for ever, 


EXCITEMENT Is ABATING IN PERU, 


It Is Thought Settlement with 
Be Arrived At. 
Lima, Peru, via Galveston, July 15.—The 
extreme state of irritation and excitement 
which existed here when it first became 
known that Bolivia had made a peremptory 
demand for immediate satisfaction of its 
claims shows some signs of abatement, as 
it is now believed a mode of peaceful settle- 
ment may be arrived at through the good 
offices of the Papal Legate. The Bolivian 
Minister was not free to commit his govern- 
ment to arbitrate without consultation, and 
he has cabled to Sucre for instructions. He 
is now awaiting instructions from his gov- 
ernment on the proposal to arbitrate the 
question of a salute of the Bolivian flag on 
behalf of the Peruvian Government.

HE RUNS DOWN A GANG OF BURGLARS, 


John Sullivan Proves His Innocence by 
Catching the Heal Thieves. 

Through the efforts of John Sullivan, who 
had spent several weeks in the County Jail 
wrongfully charged with burglary, Detect- 
ives Garrity and Collins of the Cottage 
Grove Avenue Station last night located 
$5,000 worth of plunder which had been sto- 
len from the residence of James P. Allen, 
No. 1623 Prairie avenue nearly eight months 
ego. The detectives also succeeded in ar- 
resting several of the men who had robbed 
Mr. Allen’s house. WUliam Spoer, a burglar 
who has served time in Joliet, was one of 
the men. In the absence of Mr. Allen's 
family the house was entered and rtgs, sil- 
verware, and bric-a-brac were carried away. 
Shortly after the burglary John Sullivan was 
arrested. He was held on circumstantial 
evidence to the Criminal Court and locked 
up in the County Jail. Though he was in- 
nocent he had no friends and spent sev- 
eral weeks in jail. One day he sent for the 
detectives and told them if they would in- 
tercede for him he would try and vindicate 
himself by running down the real burglars. 
Last night’s arrests were the result of Sul- 
livan’s unrelenting activity. He worked 
four weeks to get on the track of the bur- 
glars. At the time of the burglary Mr. Al- 
len offered a reward of $500. 


MONTREAL BANK SUSPENDS PAY MENT. 


Assets Said to Be $9,000,000 and Liabili- 
ties $7,000,000. 

Montreal, Que., July 15.—({Special.]|—The 
Banque du Peuple, owing to difficulties 
which have shaken confidence in the insti- 
tution, has decided to suspend payment in 
accordance with the banking act, which 
allows a bank to suspend for ninety days 
pending an investigation into its affairs. 
Banque du Peuple was one of the leading 
banking institutions in the Province, and 
its suspension will be felt. It has branches 
in Quebec, St. Roche, Three Rivers, St. 
Johns, St. Remi, St. Jerome, and St. Hya- 
cinthe. The paid up capital is $1,200,000 
and reserve fund $600,000, President Gren- 
ier when seen tonight said it was impossible 
as -yet to give any statement of the exact 
affairs of the bank. The assets are said to 
be over $9,000,000 and the liabilities $7,000, - 
Ow. The directors are personally respon- 
sible for liabilities. When the news became 
known tonight many small depositors gath- 
ered around the bank, and there was con- 
siderable excitement. It is expected there 
will be a big run tomorrow. It is not likely 
the depositors will lose anything. The 
notes of the bank in circulation are guar- 
anteed by deposits with the government, so 
that the people holding them need have no 


| fear of losing. 


FLOODS MAY ALTER A BOUNDARY LINE. 


Rio Grande Kising—Many Houses Swept 
Away-—Course of the River Changing. 

El Paso, Tex., July 15.—The Rio Grande is 
pouring a greater flood of water into this 
valley than for many years before. It has 
steadily risen for several days, and last 
night it jumped up nearly a foot, covering a 
large part of the lower town. The houtes 
in the section of the town are chiefly adobe, 
or unburned brick, and as the water sur- 
rounds them they melt away. More thana 
ecore of them have succumbed to the water, 
and many families have taken refuge on 
the higher ground. The Texas and: Pacific 
railroad shops and roundhouse, the Inter- 
national Smelting company’s works, and 
Passett & Tyler’s brickyagds are all sur- 
rounded by water: also three dairies. It is 
reported the overflow in the valley near the 
Towns of Ysleta and San Elisaris is doing 
great damage to crops. Not less than 100 
houses have been swept away. There is no 
telling what course the channel of the river 
will take before the flood subsides. Floods 
always change the bed of the river, and itis 
believed Uncle Sam will lose several square 
miles of territory by the river moving»far- 
ther northeast. Information from San Mar- 
cial, N. M., is to the effect the river is still 
rising.

NOT ENOUGH TO WORK 


HOUSE WITHOUT A QUORUM WHEN 
IT ASSEMBLES AT SPRINGFIELD, 


No Arrangements Made Yet for a Repub.

met this afternoon, thirty-one less than a 
quorum, It was expected some or all of the 
thirty bills introduced last week would be 
read a first time, but this was prevented be- 
Cause the point of no quorum was made to 
prevent the introduction of a bill, and the 
House was compelled to adjourn when the 
lack of a quorum was disclosed. A quorum 
will be present tomorrow in the House, but 
it is not probable much business will be done 
by that body until after the memorial ser- 
vices in honor of Speaker Meyer Wednesday 
afternoon. Few Senators are in the city, 
and it is hardly probable a quorum will be 
present when the Senate convenes tomor- 
row morning, or that any business will be at- 
tempted by that body before Wednesday. 

No arrangements have been made yet for 
a caucus to determine the policy to be pur- 
sued by the Republican majority with ref- 
erence to the special session, but there isa 
feeling that a joint caucus ought to be held 
this week to decide what subjects shall be 
legislated upon, if any, and to tix the length 
of the session. Nothing substantial can be 
accomplished while a majority of the mem- 
bers are at sea as to what policy to pursue. 
If a caucus is not held soon the House will 
begin to consider the bills already intro- 
duced, and probably will pass some of them 
and send them to the Senate. These bills 
must soon be acted upon, as Speaker Cogh- 
ran assumes that the life of the old standing 
committees expired with the adjournment 
of the regular session and has determined 
not to appoint any new committees. This 
means that all bills will be considered in 
Committee of the Whole by the entire 
House and perfected, passed, or. otherwise 
disposed of by vote of the majority of that 
body. There has been a strong feeling in 
the House in favor of trying this plan and 
Mr. Cochran has reached the conclusion 
that it will not be worth while to tear to 
pieces the old committee organization when 
it is not settled that much legislation of im- 
portance will be attempted. He feels this is 
the easiest and quickest way out of the em- 
barrassments that would confront him 
should he attempt to make up new commit- 
tees. 


Take Up Boodling Investigation. 


Stories are in circulation to the effect 
a resolution will secon be introduced calling 
upon Gov. Altgeld to present any evidence 
he may have to substantiate the charges he 
has made so freely alleging legislative bood- 
ling, but it is a question whether such an 
investigation of these matters as has been 
suggested can be made at this special ses- 
sion, which can consider only the subjects 
mentioned in’ the Governor's call. In any 
event it is not probable that any such action 
will be taken or any investigation ordered 
until the matter has been considered in 
caucus, 

This was the regular legislative pay-day 
and something of a sensation was ovca- 
sioned among the minor employés when 
the Auditor’s office declined to pay them 
their regular per diem. It appears that the 
pay-roll for the officers and employés of the 
two Houses amounts to $3,809, while there 
is but $2,335 left of the appropriation made 
at the regular session for the pay of the 
officers and employés of the two Houses. 
This is $1,143 less than enough to pay the 
rolilsup to date and will leave nothing for the 
pay of these employés for the remainder of 
the special session. The elective officers of 
the Senate and House can be paid out of the 
appropriation for the expense of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, but some provision will have 
to be made for the others by a special appro- 
priation. The Auditor's office is awaiting 


an opinion from the Attorney-General re-. 


garding the legal questions involved, and if 
it is found necessary Gov. Altgeld will 
amend his call so that appropriations can 
be made for these and other expenses of the 
special session. 

Mr. Jones of Cook, by unanimous consent, 
introduced a bill to define the competency 
of evidence in actions of slander and libel. 
The provisions of the bill are as follows: 

In all civil actions in this State to recover dam- 
ages for slander or libel it shall be competent for 
the defendant to prove all facts and circum- 
stances connected with the speaking or publishing 
of the slanderous or libelous words so far as said 
facts or circumstances may bear on or tend to dis- 
prove the presumption of malice. Evidences of 
such fatts and circumstances shall, however, be 
considered only in détermining whether the de- 
fendant shall be punished by the infliction of 
punitive damages in addition to such actual dam- 
ages as may be awarded the plaintiff for the in- 
juries, including mental suffering and humilia- 
tion, he may have suffered. 

Mr. Kinchele will tomorrow introduce a 
bill to “‘ prevent the evasion of revenue 
taxes.” Its provisions are as follows: 

It shall be the duty of County Clerk each vear 
to provide for the use of the Assessor of each 
township or revenue district in his respective 
county a suitable stamp bearing the date and the 
name or number of the township or district in 
Which .said stamp is to be used, with which stamp 
said Assessor shall stamp all taxable bonds, 
notes, credits, or securities of whatsoever kind

be fined in any sum not less than $200 nor more 
than $1,000, or be confined in the county jail not 
exceeding six months, or both, in the discretion 
of the court. 


FOR THE SUCCESSOR TO REMANN, 


Ex-Congressman Lane Will Seek tne Demo- 
cratic Nomination Again. 

Pittsboro, Ill., July 15.—[Special.]—The 
death of Congressman Remann though not 
unexpected is deeply regretted here, where 
he made many friends. Speculation is al- 
ready rife as to his successor. Ex-Congress- 
man Edward Lane of this city, who was de- 
feated last fall by Remann, will again ask for 
the Derocratic nomination. State Senator 
George W. Pai-ley of this city is also promi- 
nently mentioned and will prove a strong 
candidate if he enters the race. Indications 
point to close and exciting contests for both 
Republican and Democratic nominations as 
well as in the elections. 

Vandalia, Ill., July 15.—{Special.]}—Con- 
gressman Remann’s death will precipitate 
a fierce fight for his seat in Congress. Poli- 
ticians of both parties have been actively 
at work quietly during al the time Mr. Re- 
mann wasill.

In this (Fayette) 
county the Democrats are hopeful of being 
able to choose his successor, though Mr. 
Remann was elected on the Republican 
ticket by a plurality of over 2,000. Sen- 
ator William M. Farmer of Vandalia has 
been frequently mentioned as a possible 
candidate on the Democratic ticket, and 
his many friends are inclined to the belief 
that he can have the nomination if he asks 
it. On the Republican side Dr. R. T. Hig- 
gins of Vandalia has been prominently men- 
tioned as a possible candidate, and will be 
urged by his friends to enter the field. 
Prominent Republican politicians over the 
district insist there has been a permanent 
change in the sentiment of the voters in this 
part of Illinois and are confident the Re- 
cere will be able to elect their candi- 

ate.

CINCINNATI'S GOLD BOND DISPUTE, 


Sinking Fund Trustees Enjoined from 
Making These Issues. 

Cincinnati, O., July 15.—[Special.]—The 
biggest injunction suit ever known in the 
Common Pleas Court of Hamilton County 
was filed today by Fred Hertenstein, Cor- 
poration Counsel, on the part of the City of 
Cincinnati against Larz Anderson, Charles 
P. Taft, William F. Thorne, Julias Dexter, 
and Thornton M. Hinkle, constituting the 
Board of Trustees of the sinking fund of the 
city, seeking to restrain them from is- 
suing and selling the bonds of the city 
in the sum of $2,973,000, or aay other sum 
whatsoever payable in gold, for the 
purpose of refunding the city debt. The 
whole trouble is over the word ** gold.” Some 
time ago the sinking fund trustees decided to 
issue gold bonds and asked Attorney Herten- 
stein’s opinion. He thought they could not 
issue gold bonds. The sinking fund trustees 
decided to do it any way and sent the City 
Auditor to New York to have che bonds en- 
graved. Hertenstein received a letter. from 
his former partner, written, it is thought, at 
Hertenstein’s request, ge him to prevent 
the sale of gold bonds. This he did today. 
The case was dismiased by the Common Pleas 
Court and appealed to the Uircuit Court, 
which will hear it Monday. It is the inten- 
tion to rush it through to the Supreme Court, 
so that 1t may be decided while money is ata 
low rate, 


MOTORMAN CHARGED WITH CRUELTY. 


Alleged Brutal Outrage on the Tracks 
Near Englewood, 

Englewood police te'l an almost incredible 
story of the experiences of John Donnovan 
aud his family early yesterday morning at 
Bishop and Sixty-ninth streets. Donnovan 
wus driving a wagon containing his wife, who 
is seriously ill, and his four children. The 
roadway at Bishop street is bad and the 
only safe driving place is on the elec- 
tric car tracks. Donnovan had been using 
the tracks, when one of the wheels got down 
on the inside and made it impossible at that 
time to turn out. An electric car came along, 
with S. H. Lockwood, conductor, and M. 5. 
Huwland, motorman. Donnovan got down 
from his wagon and explained that he could 
not turn out at that peint, but would soon, 
Donnovan’'s explanation did not satisfy the 
motorman. He kept on hitting the wagon 
with the sick woman in it. The wagon was 
at length reduced to splinters and tne horse 
knocked into the gutter. Mrs. Donnovan was 
thrown oy one side of the road and badly 
hurt, while the four young children escaped 
injury by jumping. The police say the mo- 
torman kept right on. Mrs. Donnovan was 
found in the gutter and taken to the Engle- 
wood Hospital, where her injuries were pro- 
nounced serious. The Donnovans live at No. 
824 Fiftieth street. 


IS THRILLING, BUT 80 VERY FISHY. 


Miss Sadie Pearce Says She Was Not Res- 
cued from Drowning. 


Relying upon the accuracy of the report 
furnished by the City Press Association 
the morning newspapers yesterday published 
a thrilling account of the rescue from 
drowning at Lake Bluff of Miss Sadie 
Pearce, the heroic man who performed the 
neble deed being George Hanson.

Myself and a party of friends were in 
bathing, and the high waves broke over my head, 
as they did over many of the other bathers, throw- 
ing the spray in our faces, but as for being nearly 
drowned, sinking for the first or second time, and 
calling for help, being carried in from the water 
and sent home, is all untrue. I did not sink, nor 
ery for help, nor was I taken home. Imagine my 
surprise, therefore, to read this highly-colored ac- 
count in this morning's papers. George Hanson I 
do not know. If he rescued me from drowning I 
am deeply grateful to him, but myself and friends 
are inclined to think he is seeking for notoriety, 
and tries to get it in this way.

Ata meeting held yesterday in President 
Healy’s office the Civil Service Commission- 
ers of Cook County congidered and adopted 
rules for their government in examinations 
And applications for positions. The various 
kinds of service are classified and the qualifi- 
cations required of an applicant in each class 
are set forth. Following are the rules of the 


board. 


Rule 1—Classification.—The following is here- 
by adopted as the classification of the places of 
employment in Cook County with reference to 
éxamination for appointment under the Civil 
Service law. : a 

Class A—All positions requiring the applicant 
or appointee to be a member of any one of the 
professions; alSo their principal assistants.

Ciass D—Ali positions to be filled by per 
-sons skifled in any one of the trades and their 
assistants, including elevator men. Qualifica- 
tions: Proof that applicant has served sufficient 
apprenticeship. Age: over 21. under 50. 

Ciass E—Watchmen, teamsters, hostiers, and 
farm hands. Applicants must be over 21 and 
under 50. 

Ciass F—All positions of © »mmon labor to be 
filled by males. Applicants shall be over 21 and 
under 50. 

Class G-—All positions of domestic work or 
common labor to be filled by femaies. Appli- 
cants shal! be over 18 and under 45 

Filing applications-~All applications must be 
made out on blanks procurable in Room 205, 
a oe. and filed with the Secretary of the 

ard. 

Entry of applications—All applications shall 
be’ received = the Secretary and shall be given 

aconsecutive number. When examined and ap- 
proved by the board they shall be entered ina 
register under the proper classification, which 
shail show the name and address of the appli- 
cant, the date of application, and the position 
specified in the application, and no pesson shall 
be an applicant-for examination in more than 
one branch of the classified service at the same

me. 
Date of Filing Application —No person shall 
be examined by this board, or under its direction, 
whose application is notin proper form and shail 
not have been filed with the Secretary at least 
five days prior to the regular examination of the 
' class to which said application belongs. 
_. General Qualification of Applicants—No per- 
son shall be examined by this board, or under its 
direction, who is not eitnera native or natural- 
‘ized Americ1n citizen as required by an act of 
the General Assembly of the State of LDlinois, 
approved June |, 1889, in force July 1, 1889, or 
are exempt from -the operation of said act by 
reason of age or sex, or who is not a resident of 
Coo: Cvunty, Lilinois, or who is under 17 years 
of age or over 60 years of age, or who has not 
furnished ptoper certificates as to habits and 
character, or who is not in good health. 
All efaminations as far as practicable shali be 
. reduced to writing, and shail be preserved by the 
Secretary as a part of the records of this board.

Will Recommend Chicago Central's Ordi- 
mance for the Measure. 

The Com mittee on Streets and Alleys South 
at its meeting yesterday took up the Chi- 
-. ago Central subrailway ordinance and rec- 
' ommended its passage to the Council, The 
_ measure isthe one commonly known as the 

Marcus Pollasky ordinance, and provides for 

an underground loop to connect the different 
- elevated railroads sither now in operation or 
contemplated. The road isa four-track line 
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| afford accommodations for still mre occupants 
and this is sure to take placé, as concentra- 
tion within a limited space greatly facili- 
tates the transaction of business’ and at- 
tracts it to the center. These three uses 

are for vehicles (wagons and carriages). 
cars of every description, and pedestrians and it 
is manifestly best to make them separate and 
distinct as far as it may be practicabie to do so, 
The: ideal streets to accomplish this would be 

rovided with subways for cars. The street sur- 
face for vehicles and sidewalks at the level of 
the second story of buildings. with bridges over 
the cross streets for pedestrians. And before 
permitting ourselves to regard this plan of 
streets as visionary we should carefully consider 
the very great advantages it will afford in the 
way of comfort, convenience, and safety and its 
moderate cost compared with these advantages. 

And in so considering it we must bear in mind 
that it can be adopted in a very limited area in 
the beginning and afterward extended as its 
practicability and value become kuown and ap- 
preciated by actaal-use and tbe necessity of its 
extension affords the best reasons for making it. 
So little has yet been done in the way of proper 
improvement of our crawded streets to make 
them'comfortable, convenient, and safe, that it 
behooves us to devise the very best plan of 
making them so and then proceed at once to 
carry out such a plan before the most costly and 
troublesome mistakes are made and rights ob- 
tained which will forever prevent doing the right 
thing. [f our city government and the people of 
Chieago will now undertake a thorough examina- 
tion of this ali-important subject, intrusting it 
if it is thought best to a commission consisting 
of our very ablest citizens, nothing but benefit 
ean result from this timely investigation. The 
perfect system may be gradually develoved, but 
the general plan should now be definitely and 
completely worked out and absolutely deter- 
mined. The separation of the car and vehicle 
traftic must be acconpiished now or never (ex- 
cept at great loss) and the pedestrians provided 
for in the future if the elevated sidewalk is 
deemed premature. ee 

At the conclusion of Gen. Smith’s remarks 
the committee recommended the ordinance 
to: the Council by but one dissenting vote, 
that of Ald. Martin. The committee next 
recommended the passage of an ordinance 
extending the time limit placed upon the comn- 
pletion of certain work in_ the franchise 
granted to the Chicago Twin Wire Long Dis- 
tance Telephone company. The time is to 
be extended from December, 1896, to the 
same month ia 1807. 

The ordinance introduced at the meeting of 
the Council a week ago by Ald. Howell grant- 
ing certain mghts of way to the Calumet Elec- 
tric Street railway company was laid over for 
action at the hands of the committee until in- 
vestigated by Commissioner Kent as to the 
routes covered and the question of street pave- 
ment to. be agreéd upon on the part of the 
company.

City Fathers Clearing Off the Slate Before 
Vacations Begin. 

Yesterday afternoon there was a general 
cleaning up of matters in the hands of some 
of the various Council committees prepara- 
tory to the usual summer vacation for the 
city fathers. The Committee on Fire and 
Water, over which Ald. Ehlert presides, 
met and the first thing done was to place on 
file Ald.

Mayor Swift, and then recommitted to the 
Committee on Fire and Water, from which 
it came, was taken up. A motion was made 
to recommend by Ald. Larson, but did not 
prevail. Upon Ald. Chadwick’s motion the 
ordinance was laid over and a committee of 
three appointed to call upon the Mayor 
and Commissioner Kent and consult with 
them as regards the desired amendments 
before it - would meet with their approval. 

Ald. Manierre’s ordinance proposing to

COUNTY BOARD PROCEEDINGS. 


Rush Medical College WinseLemont Li- 
| censes Must Be Paid. 

By request of Commissioner Cunning the 
practice of the County Hospital in issuing 
certificates to students who attend clinics has 
been stopped by the County Board. The 
authorities of the Ru:h Medical College ob 
jected in a strong letter to President Healy 
at their names being used in connection with 
the certificates, the Secretary of that institu- 
tion claiming that the Rush Medical College 
was not attempting to mix up in the internal 
affairs of the County Hospital. 

When the approval of the recom mendations 
of the Committee on Public Service was 
reached Commissioner Unold asked that the 
recoinmendation that the dramshop-keepers 
of Lemont be required to pay a fuil license 
of $500 be referred back to the committee 
making the recommendation. Commissioner 
Munn said he could see no reason why there 
should be especial discrimination with regard 
to the saioonkeepers of Lemont. The report 
of the committee recommended that sixteen 
out of thirty-two petitioners for saloon li- 
censes should be granted, the sixteen hav- 
ing met with the requirements of 
law. An additional recommendation was that 
those who desired licenses in the Town of Le- 
mont shou'd take out full licenses, The 
recommendation was sent back to the com. 
mittee, and also the following resolution pre- 
sented by Commissioner Kunstman: 

Resolved, That this board refuse to issue any 
license for malt liquors only. and that ali hoid- 
ers of such licenses be notified by the clerk of 
the board that they will be required to apply 
for dramshop licenses, and that ail malt liquor 
licenses already granted be and are hereby re- 
voked. 

The board adopted the recommendation of 
the Public Service committee for the accept- 
ance of the coal bids of Golsen, Heisen & Co. 
and the Crescent Coal and Mining company. 

The Chicago Passenger Traction company 
petitioned the County Board for permission 
to lay tracks in roads over which the county 
has authority. The pétition stated that the 
company was prepared to build and operate a 
railway under the ordinance from the city. 
The company said it had secured the consent 
of property-owners, but would submit no 
ordinance till later. Sent to the Committee 
on Roads.

EASTERN OITIES ANGLING FOR THE 
NATIONAL OONVENTIONS. - 


— 


They Purpose to Exclude General Au- 
diences and Thus Choke the Demand 
tor Chicago’s Facilities—Secretary Smith 
Admits He Has Changed Free Coinage 
Views Held Some Years Ago—His Re- 
ply to an Old Charge~Chief Engineers 
Crippled in the Discharge of Duties. 


Washington. D. C., July 15.—[Special.]— 
National committeemen of both the great po- 
litical parties are being presented with argu- 
ments printed and written in favor of various 
cities in the United States desirous of start- 
ing the ball rolimg in next year’s Presidential 
campaign by being chosen as the piace for 
holding the national convenuons. Chicago's 
central location and abundant accommoda- 
tions make it the favorite, but an_ ef- 
fort is to be made to wrest this 
honor from the Lake City. Attention has 
beer called to the fact that the last National 
Democratic convention adopted a resolution 
against making provision for public qudi- 
ences and that none but delegates, alternates, 
and members of the press should be admitted 
to the convention hall. Should the Repub- 
lican National committee adopt a similar 
rule there would be no embarrassment on the 
question of ahalllarge enough to accom- 
modate the workers of either party. An effort 
is to be made to overcome the prejudice 
against the seat of government and huve both 
conventions held here, An argument that 
has always been effective against holding. the 
conventions at the National Capital has been 
that the influence of the administration would 
be felt too much. It has been a long time 
since New York or Philadelphia had a nation- 
ul convention, and both are in the field now. 
Baltimore will be content if it can get the 
Democratic convention next year, for it is 
more than thirty years since the Democratic 
hosts met in the Monumental City and nomin- 
ated Greeley and Brown.

Secretary Hoke Smith’s attention was called 
today to an article charging that he hada been 
at one time an advocate of the silver free 
coinage and subtreasury plans of the Farm- 
ers Alliance. It was said that five years ago 
he pubiished a letter advocating these views. 
Speaking on the subject, the Secretary said: 

“*The letter referred to cleariy excluded the 
idea of committing me to ail of the seven 
propositions which it presented, although it 
was known that 1 did tavor the free coinage 
of silver. I was giving most of my attention 
to professional work at that time and supposed, 
without thorough investigation, that the free 
coinage of silver would carry the 
vaiue of the silver bullion coined into a doliar 
to par and also keep silver and goid dollars 
upon @ parity with egual purchasing power. 
Since then i have given to the subject much 
more study, and being thoroughly satisfied 
that the free, unlimited, and independent 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would 
result in silver monometallism, I have for 
several years openly opposed it.”’

Two more naval engineers have broken 
down physically and will be retired, One is 
Chief Engineer Edward MaGee, who has 
been an invalid at the New York navy yard 
ever since be was detached from the Monte- 
rey and a victim of fireman’s heart disease.

He was aiso on 
the old Saginaw when ,she was wrecked on a 
reef off Midway Iviand in the Pacific, and it 
was largely owing to his ability and ingenuity 
that the ship’s company was saved. Whea 
the ship was wrecked all of the navigation 
instruinents were lost. Engineer Main, who 
was not supposed to be a scientific naviga tor, 
manufactured a sextant from the dial of an 
old steam gauge with which a boat was navi- 
gated safely to the Hawaiian Islands, 2,400 
miles distant, and relief obtained for the ship’s 
coin pany.

Maj. W. A. Jones has made his report to the 
Chief of Engineers of work on rivers in Min- 
nesota, which includes the Upper Mississippi 
and the reservoirs at its headquarters, The 
Upper Mississippi from St. Anthony’s Falls 
to Grand Rapius is 337 miles, and the project 
is to secure five feet of water.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Extensive frauds have, it is claimed, been com- 
mitted by C. H. Nash, a former agent of the Con- 
tinental Insurance company of Edwardsville, 
lil. Reports were received yesterday by Gen. R. 
J. Smith, Secretary of the Traders’ Insurance com- 
pany of Chicago, of a forgery which it was charged 
was done by Nash. A Traders’ policy for $1,650 
was issued by James T. Tartt, agent for the com- 
pany in Edwardsville, to John Braden of Nameoki, 
lll., for tbe year expiring July 20, 1893. This 
policy boré the serial number 255,667, and it was 
found recently the same policy had been renewed 
in the names.of F. and M. Martin and made to 
cover the two-story frame building occupied by 
the Martins in Mitchell, Madison County, Ind. 
From the report sent in by the Traders’ agent in 
Edwardsville it seems Nash secured the old policy 
and by the use of chemicals he erased the name, 
date, and amount, and then issued an entirely new 
policy to the Martins for $1,500 for the year run- 
ning from May 12, 1895, to May 12, 1806. The 
signature of Agent Tartt of the Traders’ had been 
erased and it was signed by C. H. Nash as agent. 
As a matter of fact Nash had never been in the 
employ of the Traders’ and was not authorized to 
sign that or any other policy for the company. 
In consideration for the insurance which Nash 
purported to have given the Martins he collected 
$50, which was never reported to the Traders’. 

The policy referred to in the letter of Agent 
Tartt is by no means the only one of similar char- 
acter which has been discovered. The Conti- 
nental found his reports were not straight and he 
was suspended from further writing for the com- 
pany. A special agent for the Continental is now 
in Edwardsville making an examination into 
Nash's accounts. This examination has not been 
completed,’ but George E. Kline, Assistant,.Gen- 
eral Manager of the Western Department the 
Continental, said yesterday from the examination 
so far made there seemed to be a shortage of 
some $1,000 in the accounts of the Continental. 
Other reports are to the effect Nash has collected 
fully as much more from citizens of Edwards- 
ville and vicinity on policies for other companies. 
Additional reports are being received daily, and 
more than this amount may be found missing be- 
fore the examinations are complete. One @f the 
persons visited had polieies in the Milwaukee 
Mechanics’, the Grand Rapids, and the Conti- 
nental, aggregating $7,000, all of which, like the 
Traders, bore evidence of having been tampered 
with. These policies were all old ones which had 
expired, and from appearances the written por- 
tions had been erased and rewritten in other 
hames and for other amounts. The companies 
whose policies had been rewritten knew nothing 
of this action, and as it had not been done in the 
interests of the companies they would not be 
responsible in case of damage by fire. 

The worst feature about the alleged forgeries 
is the fact the companies are in no way respon- 
sible, and for that reason the persons who hold 
the policies are not insured. In the event of loss 
the person who felt secure in thé possession of a 
policy in a first-class company would find the in- 
surance was entirely worthless. The Continental 
promises to prosecute Nash, if he can be found, 
and the citizens of Edwardsville are after him 
for getting money under false pretenses. Nash 
has left Edwardsville and is said to be in St. 
Louis at present.

Roswell G. Horr and William H. Harvey 
are at the Iilinais club in Ashland avenue 
preparing for the ten-day debate on the silver 
question, which 1s to be atarted at 2 o'clock 
today. Mr. Horr afd Mr. Harvey will be tne 
guests of the club during the debate and will 
occupy rooms in the dlub-house, So will 
Miss Shinn, the official stenographer, who 
with two assistants will make fuli reports of 
the big talk, which are to be read and signed 
by the contestants before being given to the 
pubiic so there may be no dispute as to the 
accuracy of what is said. 

Mr. Harvey was the firstto install himself 
at the club-house yesterday. He was assigned 
toa room ou the second floor, where, a few 
moments later, he had made himself thor- 
oughly at home, surrounded by a big lot of 
books on finance, including several marked 


~ and interpclated copies of his own ‘*Coin’s

Financial School.’”’ Lawyer H. S. Taylor, 
who represents Mr. Harvey in the business 
arrangements for the debate, said his chief 
could not be seen, as he had made a request 
miot to be disturbed while he was preparing 
himself for the debate. Mr. Taylor further 
said admission to the discussion would be by 
invitation solely, and those only had been 
asked who are interested in the discussion. 
The club-house hall, in which the debate will 
take place, will seat 225 persons, but 1,000 
invitations have been sent out on the supposi- 
tion that few people will care to sit through 
these hours of debate scheduled for each day, 
preferring to drop in from time to time when 
their favorite is talking. No such ** big talk’ 
has ever been planned before in this coun- 
try. | 
F How the Talk Will Cotme Off. 

M?. Horr will open the debate with a 1,000- 
word thrust at Harvey’s book and the stiver 
fallacy in general. To this Harvey will re- 
ply in 1,000 words or less, as_ he 
may desire, and in this manner tne 
talk wili be continued for ten days, 
each contestant being limited to 1,000 words 
at a time, with rests of three minutes bet ween, 
It is expected to be a great exposition of the‘ 
money question, for both men are skilled de- 
baters and wel equipped to make a strong 
showing for their respective sides. Ex-Solic- 
itor-General Charles H. Aldrich and Henry 
Miller will act as judges in the contest, while 
the immediate wants of the debaters for books 
of reference end authorities wiil be looked 
after by Lyman J. Gage, who wili be behind 
Mr. Horr. and H. S. Taylor, who will second 
Mr. Harvey. In addition to these, éach 
debater will be attended by a number 
of friends who will act as prompters. 
Just who these will be, aside. from 
Charles H. Sergel, who enlisted in the service 
of Mr. Horr, is not known. There was 4a re- 
port that such eminent men as John Dewitt 
Warner, Horace White, and Edward Atkinson 
of New York. Josiah Patterson of Tennessee, 
and Mr. Powers of St. Paul would be on hand 
to represent the sound money side, but Mr. 
Horr said yesterday aftefhoon their attend- 
ance was in doubt. 


Will Prove Harvey a Prevaricator. 


Mr. Horr thinks he has an easy task before 
him in disposing of Marvey’s financial! policy. 
The principal effort’on his part will be to dis- 
prove the correctness of the assertions made 
in ** Coin’s Financial School.” 

“If Harvey insists his book is true he isa 
liar. and I will prove it.” 

This was the emphatic statement by Mr. 
Horr toa reporter for THz Trisune yesier- 
day. Then he went on to say: 

*I will begin by quoting the scriptural pas- 
gage on the tly-leaf of his book thaaking God 
for revealing the truth to babes, and ask him

makes and show their falsify in a* way which 
will jeave no doubt in the minds of 
unbiased men. -~I don’t like some of 
the rules Harvey has insisted upon, but 
Ihad to accept them or let the debate 
fall through. It would have been better, 
to my mind, if the contest had been fixed for 
eome big hall like the Auditorium; to which 
the general public could be admitted, but 
Mr. eevee wonld not hear of it. He is al- 
ready greatly worried over what he calls the 
unfairness of the press, and says he is sure to 
be the target for hostile criticism. It is for 
this reason he has arranged to have steno- 
graphic reports made and signed by each of 
us before being.delivered to the newapapers.”’ 

When Mr. Taylor, the representative of 
Mr. Harvey, was asked why this precaution 
was taken he said it was to “ preserve the 
copyright to the debate.”’ 


MAY ARREST MORE OF THE CROOKS, 


Bob Halliwell Said to TI'ave Had a Hand 
in First Ward Dirty Work, 

More arrests are likely to be made in con- 
nection with election fraud disclosures at 
the Twentieth Precinct of the First Ward. 
It is understood a warrant will be sworn out 
for Bob Halliwell as the “ side partner ”’ 
and chief conspirator along with John 
Ready, to run the polls in Democratic inter- 
ests, and others may be taken in. 

Halliwell, so Andrew Buchanan, one of the

: 


Democratic judges, says, was officiating at 
the polling place all day as a government 
supervisor, and during the alleged count 
had a good deal to do with handling the bal- 
lots. Neither government supervisors nor 
United States Marshals had anything to do 
with the election last November, as offi- 
cials; therefore Halliwell had no right, it is 
said,’ to have been there in that capacity. 
He was the Democratic captain of the pre- 
cinct, nothing more. 

There was a story afloat yesterday to the 
effect that Ready was seen on the streets 
with Halliwell the day Commissioner Keen- 
an took out warrants for the three judges, 
and that as soén as they heard the warrants 
were out Halliwell hustled him out of town. 

As the recount of the ballots continues 
Belknap gains steadily on his opponent, 
Congressman McGann. At yesterday morn- 
ing’s session the Fifth, Sixth. Seventh, Elev- 
enth; and Twelfth Precincts of the Fifth 
Ward were counted, and as a result Belk- 
nap’s majority over the official returns 
was increased to 116,°a gain of six during 
the morning recount. In the afternoon ses- 
sion, despite the assertions made by the 
friends of McGann that their candidate 
would in some precincts gain from ten to 
twelve votes, honors were easy, and the 
gain of one or the other of the contestants 
in one precinct was speedily overcome by the 


“next precinct, so that after four. precincts 


had been counted the result showed a gain 
of but one vote for Belknap. The Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, and Six- 
teenth Precincts of the Fifth Ward were 
counted in the afternoon. Inthe Thirteenth 
McGann gained one vote. In the Four- 
teenth the same candidate lost’ thirteen 
votes, but in the next precinct he retrieved 
partially and gained two and Belknap lost 
nine, so that the count almost balanced. 
leaving Belknap with a total majority on 
the entire count of 117. 

At the end of the day yesterday Congress- 
man MeGann’s representatives were about 
willing to concede the defeat of their candi- 
date owing to the fact that disclosures in 
part’ expected failed*to materialize. From 
the progress thus far made it would seem 
that Belknap is assured of the election, 
especially as it is said-that before the re- 
count commenced an agreement was made 
between the two candidates that this count 
should be final and that technicalities should 
not be @epended upon when the result was 
presented to the Congressional Committee 
on Elections. Another thing that has been 
shown during the count is that Belknap, 
contrary to expectations, has been the gain- 
ecr all through .the count from the scatter- 
ing votes and those miscounted through the 
carelessness of the election officials. At the 
time of the election it was not considered 
that Belknap had a possible chance of being 
elected, and votes that should have been 
counted for him in cases where there was a 
dispute were not reckoned at all in the 
totals submitted to the Board of Election 
Commissioners. As this condition of affairs 
has thus far resulted in Belknap’s favor, 
and with the knowledge of the agreement 
riade, the chances are greatly in favor of 
the Republican candidate succeeding Con- 
gressman McGann. This at least is the con- 
fident belief of E. RR. Bliss, Belknap’s rep- 
resentative, who considers the election of 
his man a certainty. 


SUSAN B. ANTHONY VISITS CHICAGO. 


Is on Her Way East from a Successful Trip 
on the Pacific Coast. 

Susan B. Anthony arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday from ‘her tour through California. 
Triumphal it was, for Miss Anthony and her 
running mate, Dr. Anna Shaw, received a 
welcome wherever they went. It was twen- 
ty-four years since the great suffragist had 
visited California and she anticipated some 
opposition. 

“But-they take to it like a duck to water,” 
she said last night. 

Miss Anthony has grown slightly thinner 
since she was in Chicago attending the 
World’s Fair Congressés,.thinner and more 
spiritual looking. As she sat last night with 
her thin, transparent hands grasping the 
arms of her chair, her thin, hatchet face and 
white hair, with only her Keen eyes flashing 
light and fire, she looked like Pope Leo XIII. 
The whole physical being is as nearly sub- 
merged as possible into a great mentality. 
She recalls facts, figures, names, and dates 
with unerring accuracy. It was no Argus- 
eyed autocrat who told with pardonable 
pride last night of how her chair at every 
great function in San Francisco was hung 
with floral wreaths, how bouquets were piled 
at her feet until she could scarcely step for 
them. It was a pleasing story told by a 
sweet old woman of honors which she ac- 
cepted for the sake of a beloved cause. 

Miss Anthony went to San Francisco in 
May to attend a Woman's Congress there. 
She was shown the greatest honors every- 
where. The public schools were dismissed 
one day in order that the 900 teachers might 
be addressed by her. She went at the spe- 
cial invitation of Mrs. Stanford to the Le- 
land Stanford University, where she ad- 
dressed 1,500 students. A banquet was given 
her by the Unitarian club, also by the Cent- 
ury club. On the Fourth of July she rede 
in acarriage with the Mayor. . 

Miss Anthony believes in coeducation. 

“IT have yet to see the first case of a school- 
mate marriage having terminated unhap- 
pily. The reason is being thrown so much 
to gether they undertsand each other.”’ 

Thg conclusion she deduced was when co- 
education is common there will be a larger 
percentage of happy marriages. 

About that affair down in Kansas, where 
she is accused of putting the women up to 
stepping all charitable or philanthropic 
work unless they get the ballot, while she 
did not exactly admit it, the inference was 
the threat was only a clever ruse, a bluff, to 
scare the men into line. 

Miss Anthony leaves this morning in com- 
pany with Mr. Gross and Miss Hosmer for 
the East. She stops at Rochester, where she
